RAILWAY LEGISLATION, 


Tur measures proposed by the Government for the purpose of 
facilitating the abandonment of railway schemes and the dissolu- 
tion of companies, must be considered under two distinct heads, 
being wholly separate from each other, and governed by princi- 
ples diametrically opposed to each other. A bill has been intro- 
duced into the House of Lords for the purpose of enabling 
railway companies which are only in a state of provisional 
registration, whether they are before Parliament or not, to dis- 
solve and wind up their affairs. A series of new sessional orders 
have been introduced into both Houses, requiring certain new 
and additional compliances, before any bill can be read a third 
time. The greatest possible confusion will be created in the pub- 
lic mind with regard to the measures of the Government, unless 
the bill and the sessional orders alluded to are kept perfectly 
distinct. Their provisions, character, and principles, in many 
most especial points, being different, although the latter have 
been introduced apparently as a sort of substitution for the 
former, to serve the object of staying railway projects until the 
bill is passed. We therefore propose to consider them under 
two distinct heads. 





BILL FOR THE DISSOLUTION OF RAILWAY COMPANIES NOT 
INCORPORATED. 

As the law at present stands, the dissolution of a railway com- 
pany, from the date of its first formation until it has become in- 
corporated by act of Parliament, cannot be effected except by the 
consent of every individual shareholder. The holder of one single 
share may prevent such dissolution, even though the application 
to Parliament should be unsuccessful in several successive ses- 
sions. The great practical difficulty in this case, even where no 
opposition may be offered, is the impossibility to reach every in- 
dividual shareholder. It is not enough that no shareholder ob- 
jects: it is absolutely necessary that every shareholder consents. 
This is a difficulty which never was intended, and appears to arise 
rather from the accidental omission, in the Act providing for the 
dissolution of joint-stock companies, of any provision applicable 
to companies in the incompleted state of provisional registration, 
than from any difference which it was intended to establish be- 
tween such companies in their different stages: No greater ano- 
maly could exist, than that railway companies which are unsuc- 
cessful in their application to Parliament, or which for any other 
reasons find it desirable to dissolve and wind up, before they 
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finally obtain an act, have at the present moment no practical 
means of doing so. 

Tne desire expressed by the shareholders of many of the 
companies now seeking hills, and the known feelings of many 
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more, to withdraw their applications, dissolve and liquidate, have | 


brought this obvious defect in the present state of the law | 


strikingly before Parliament. If railway companies themselves 
express a desire to dissolve and wind up, it is perfectly con- 
sistent with every principle of true commercial legislation, and 
of freedom in the distribution of capital, that the law should af- 
ford them every facility of giving effect to such a decision. It 
is moreover consistent with the construction of such companies, 
and it is in reality the case, after their complete incorporation, 
that the interests of the whole are determined by a majority 
of votes. This is in truth only extending to railway companies 
the same freedom in the exercise of opinion as individuals have 
in their own concerns. To remedy this obvious evil, Lord Dal- 
housie has introduced a bill into the House of Lords, which 
was read a first time on Thursday night, which, as far as we 
can collect, (the bill itself not yet having been printed,) is per- 
fectly efficient for the object intended, and is in its general 
principles unexceptionable. We are now speaking only of the 
bill and its provisions, and not of the reasons which have been 
assigned for its introduction. It recognises no arbitrary inter- 
ference on the part of the government, but, as far as it goes, 
assuming every act of the shareholders to be bona fide and bind- 
ing up to this time, merely enables a majority to determine 
what in future will be best for the interests of the company. 
The provisions of the proposed bill, as far as we understand 
them, are as nearly as possible those which we discussed in this 
paper of the 11th instant, as being necessary to carry out the ob- 
jects required, It is proposed that the committee, or any five 
shareholders, may call a meeting for the purpose of considering 
the propriety of dissolving the company; and that such meeting 
shall be advertised in the Gazette and some of the newspapers a 
certain time befere it is held. At such meetings the holders of 
scrip shall alone be recognised without regard to whether they 
are the original shareholders or not, for the obvious reason, that 
if an original shareholder have sold his scrip, he is divested of all 
future beneficial interest; if it be determined to dissolve the com- 
pany he loses nothing to which he is entitled, but gets rid of 
all future liability, w hile if it be determined to ‘proceed with the 
company, there is no liability imposed upon him more than he 
has at present. Nothing can be more clear then that no consider- 
ation of equity between the parties, can entitle the original share- 
holder who has sold his scrip to a voice in such meetings. Then 
it is proposed that the actual holders of scrip shall vote either in 
person, or by proxy; and, moreover, in order to facilitate the 
voting of parties at a distance, scattered as scripholders are 
over the whole kingdom, it is proposed that they shall be 
enabled to go before the Court of Chancery, or a justice of 
the peace, and on production of scrip, that certificates 
of its possession, with a proper description of it, shall 
granted, which certificates 
at such meetings in lieu of the scrip itself, it being the place | 
of the scrutineers to see that the same scrip is only once | 
represented. At a meeting so constituted, the company may |

be dissolved by votes which shall represent a majority of the | 


whole shares of the company, or by votes which shall be equal 
to at least three-fifths of the shares represented at the meeting; | 
provided the shares so represented be equal to at least one- | 
thitd of the whole shares of the compauy.

His lordship has adopted the practice in companies which already 
have acts, and are ina state of perfect corporate existence. In | 
such companies the shareholders have one vote for each share | 
from one to ten; one additional vote for every five shares from | 
ten to fifty ; and another additional vote for ev ery ten shares | | 





These provisions } 
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from fifty to a handred. Lord Dalhousie proposes the same 
scale with respect to scripholders. The difference, however, is 
material; andif this plan is adopted in the present case, it will 
lead to an extent. of inequality in the expression of opinion, and 
to an evasion of those regulations, which will insure no fair de- 
cision. In the case of the regular companies, whose acts are 
obtained, the shareholders are all known by registration in the 
company’s books, and there is therefore a check to any abuse 
or evasion of the regulation of voting by such a scale—which 
would easily be done by distributing shares for the time being 
among numerous parties. Besides which, the shares of finished 
lines are too valuable to distribute among many people for the 
purpose of creating votes, as it would also involve a transfer 
in the register of such shares, and so make them the legal pro- 
perty of the parties among whom they were so distributed. 
But, in the case of scrip, there is no check whatever as to the 
number held by particular individuals. Without any great value 
in themselves, and therefore with less risk of misapplication, and 
without any necessity of transfer in the books of the company, 
the scrip could be easily, and would be unquestionably, by those 
who had an object in view, divided among a sufficient number of 
nominal holders, so that every share should secure one vote ;— 
that is, they would be so divided that no scripholder would own 
to more than ten shares. Such a scale of voting would therefore 
only lead to more trouble in dividing scrip, and obtaining a 
greater number of certificates from the magistrates to represent it; 
or it would give to those who would not scruple to evade the 
regulation, without any chance of discovery, a great advantage 
over the more honourable, who would retain and act with 
their own full amount of shares only. We hope, therefore, that 
Lord Dalhousie will at once consent to modify this, and allow 
each share to have one vote, without reference to the number 
held. 

If, then, it be decided by such a meeting that the company shall 
be dissolved, it is provided that the same meeting shall then elect 
whether the affairs of the company shall be wound up by the direct- 
ors, as in a case of common partnership; or whether under the pro- 
visions of the act of last session for the dissolution of joint stock 
companies ; or whether they will appoint trustees, who shall act with 
an official assignee. We think it is wise to give this choice to the 
meeting. There are numerous cases in which it would obviously be 
best, ‘would avoid great delay, and save much expense, if the di- 
rectors themselves are left to wind up the concerns of the company. 
But there are numerous cases, where feelings of distrust and suspi- 
cion exist, and we fear they are the great majority, as to how tar 
directors have acted in every respect fairly towards the shareholders, 
in which the interposition of indifferent parties as trustees, in con- 
junction with an official assignee, would {be {infinitely better cal- 
culated to accomplish the liquidation of such companies to the 
satisfaction of the body of shareholders. The shareholders are them- 
selves the only parties who can determine which mode would be 
preferable in each individual case ; and the government will do well 
to leave this point to be determined at the meetings so held. 

Lastly, the bill, in providing ‘for the liquidation of the company, 
does not propose to change, in any respect, the present liabilities of 
the shareholders, either towards each other or to third parties. The 
whole liabilities of the shareholders are to be paid if there are funds 
sufficient, and the balance, if any, is to be distributed among the 
scripholders. But as far as we understand the explanation of the 
Solicitor-General, it is proposed to introduce a most objectionable 
principle in cases where the funds are not sufficient to pay the claims 
on the company. He said :—“ With regard to the unliquidated ba- 
“lance, whatever it might be, it must be left to those who had 
“thought proper to trust what proved to be an insolvent company, 
“to recover their claims, in course of law, against those with whom 
* they had entered into contract, and were by law already liable.” 
Now, if any thing can be clearer than another, it is, that no such 
company [can be considered insolvent until the whole [subscribed 
capital had been called up and exhausted. And it is therefore clear, 
where the first or present deposits are not sufficient to liquidate the 
claims against a company, it should be the duty of the directors or 
trustees to call upon the whole shareholders to contribute rate- 
ably to a fund sufficient for that object, and not to leave the 
creditors to select individual shareholders to sue. No such 
cases are likely to occur except where parties really liable to 
pay deposits have not done so, and there is no reason why such 
should be allowed to escape. Their motive in applying for shares 
was the same as that of others and of the directors themselves, to 
make money; and there can be no reason why allottees should be 
screened from bearing a share of the expenses incurred up to tlie 
time of dissolution. In other respects, the bill appears to be con- 
ceived on principles entirely unobjectionable, and calculated not 


only to meet the present emergency, but to be permanently re- | 
quired for the dissolution of companies unsuccessful in their appli- 


cation to Parliament, or which, for other reasons, may desire to 
dissolve and liquidate their affairs. 


NEW SESSIONAL ORDERS. 

As some time must elapse before this new bill becomes law, the 
Government have deemed it necessary to interpose new sessional 
orders, for the purpose of preventing any bills from passing in the 
meantime, of companies which are likely to avail themselves of the 
powers about to be given to dissolve. In these sessional orders, 
however, the principle is altogether the reverse, and at variance with 
that followed in the proposed bill. In the bill, the existing obli- 
gations of the shareholders to each other for the purposes origi- 
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naily proposed are fully recognised, and for any departure there- 














from the ons is very properly thrown upon those who seek to 
change the existing agreements..In thatcase the original intentions 
ofthe company cannot be changed unless a majority of votes shall 
determine thatit shallbeso. Inthe ease of these sessional orders, 
the onus is not thrown upon those who dissent from the bill to 
petition, by a majority, to stop further proceedings, but it is 
thrown upon those who are still desirous to go on, and who 
comply with all existing agreements, to petition that such bill 
shall be proceeded with. Nothing can be more unnatural or 
irregular than such a requirement, or more objectionable on 
the part of Parliament itself. Without referring to the unsound- 
ness of the arguments by which these orders were defended 
in both houses, we will consider them only in reference to 
their own merits. They provide, that no bill shall be read 
a third time, unless three clear days before such third read- 
ing a certificate shall be lodged with Parliament, by which 
it shall appear, that at a meeting 
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holders, at which scrip, equal in amount to at least one-third 
of the whole capital of the company (not of the scrip issued), 
should be represented, the holders of at last three-fifths of all the 
scrip so represented by the meeting, have voted for proceeding 
with such bill. As these bills at present stand before Parliament, 
every order of the house has been complied with to entitle them 
to be passed ; in doing which, an enormous expenditure of money 
has taken place, as well as in prosecuting them to the various 
stages in which they at present stand. But, then, it is said, and 
truly said, that circumstances have changed, or rather that 
opinion has changed, since the beginning of the session; and 
the parties are desirous to be relieved of their liabilities and to 
withdraw their bills. Well, if so, by all means afford them any 
proper facility to do so, as the bill which the Government has 
now introduced proposes to do. Let those who dissent from 
proceeding further with the bill petition Parliament to stay it; 
and if the majority of a meeting properly constituted shall so 
petition, let Parliament act upon such petition. But for Parlia- 
ment itself to come forward and to take the initiative in such a pro- 
ceeding—for the House of Commons to say, ‘‘ You have complied 
with all our standing orders—at an enormous cost of money and 
trouble, you have fought your way to your present several stages, 
but because, after all, we doubt if you are really in earnest, we 
will now proceed no further, unless you bring us a new assurance 
from a majority of a meeting, that you really do wish to proceed ; 
and till then no bill shall be read a third time ;’—for Parliament 
to say this, is to stultify itself, and weaken confidence. in its re-

the emergencies of wild and culpable sp 
ing those who have committed an error of which they are now con- 
scious, the parties themselves to repair the injury. 


But, while Parliament pursues this objectionable course, it is 
impossible to see what advantage is to be gained by it. First, let 
us examine the difficulties which will arise from these flagrant 
inconsistencies between the proposed bill and the sessional orders. 
3y the sessional order, it is required that a majority of the 
meeting shall determine to go on. By the bill it is required, 
and properly so, that a majority of the meeting shall be re- 
quired in order to stay the proceedings. In the one case the 
onus is thrown upon those who would go on, who have already 
done all to entitle them to do so; in the latter case, it is thrown 
upon those who would stop and dissolve. Suppose, at the first 
meeting, a majority of three-fifths cannot be obtained in order 
to go on, and that at the next meeting a majority of three-fiths 
cannot be obtained to dissolve the company; then neither will 
it proceed nor be dissolved. Under the proposed arrangement 
nothing is more probable. 

but let us ctaaimine the excuse that is offered for the Govern- 
ment changing their plan, and thus asking Parliament to stul- 
tify itself, besides improperly interfering with existing engage- 
ments, both of which would have been avoided had they ad- 
hered to the plan proposed by Sir Robert Peel before the re- 
cess; let us examine the excuse for this highly objectionable 
change. It is said that if parties were left to petition against going 
on, it would have been difficult to have obtained the attendance at 
a meeting to express that opinion. Then because people will not 
move astep to help themselves out of a dilemma, Parliament must 
descend to a dangerous precedent to doit for them. But it will be 
found, without any doubt whatever, that the effect of this additional 
precaution will be entirely the opposite of that intended or expected. 
Instead of more perfectly securing the opinion of the whole scrip- 
holders in favour of staying proceedings, by providing that such as 
are in favour of so doing may remain passive—for such is practically 
the effect of this arrangement,—we think it unquestionable that the 
chances are, that much more opportunity will be afforded to those 
few who may be interested in pressing a bill on to do so. If the 
great body of the scripholders are impressed with a notion that if 
they only remain inactive, and do not vote, the bill will be lost, it 
will afford every opportunity for a few to pack a meeting with the 
required number of shares to secure the required majority. The 
truth is—and the Government cannot too seriously consider this 
point—it will require, in the objectionable mode now adopted, just as 
much active interference on the part of the great body of scripholders, 
to prevent a majority being obtained in favour of a bill, as it would 
have done to have secured a petition in favour of suspending it. In 
both cases the dissentients must be in the majority; but with this 
difference: in the first case the public were taught that they must 
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move to be saved—in the latter case, it is proclaimed that they may 
only remain passive to accomplish the same end. 


But with the new bill pending, it is difficult to understand the 
utility of these sessional orders at all. It is not to prevent labour 
or expense in the interim, as in no case are they operative until the bills 
come to the third reading. In the meantime expenses are going on, and 
unnecessary labour is inflicted on committees. The bill is likely to 
meet with little or no opposition; and when passed, then one meet- 
ing would have been enough for all purposes under the provisions 
of the bill, at which, if dissolution were determined upon, the proceed- 
ings before Parliament would be withdrawn; but if a dissolution 
were not determined upon, then the majority would be proved to be 
in favour of going on,and Parliament would thus be made no party 
whatever to these irregular and disreputable proceedings. With the 
two separate meetings, at one of which the decision to go on or not 
in the interim, and at the other of which the decision to dissolve or 
not is to be taken, at which, too, principles diametrically opposed 
to each other are to be acted upon, there will arise a mass of con- 
fusion and difficulty greater than anything we have yet seen; and 
numerous cases will arise in which it will neither be determined 
to proceed with the bill nor to dissolve the company. 

With respect to the meetings to be held in compliance with the 
new Sessional orders, it has not been indicated in what way they are 
to be called, nor is there any provision for voting by proxy, nor for 
facilitating the voting of parties at a distance by certificates, as pro- 
vided in the new bill, nor for any special mode of computing the votes. 
In all these respects the provisions of the bill would be equally ap- 
plicable to the meetings to be held under the Sessional orders. A 
great objection seems to exist with parties as to their being recog- 
nised as scripholders, but that objection will operate just as strongly 
in preventing them from coming forward to oppose those who desire 
to carry ona bill, asit would do to vote directly for its discontinuance. 
But the best way to get rid of this difticulty would be, as scrip alone is 
to vote, to take no cognisance whatever of persons, but to allow agents 
to attend with scrip, and to register the votes by the number of the 
scrip only. This would remove much of the apprehended difficulty 
in obtaining an expression of opinion against these unfortunate bills. 

Above all things do not let the public think that their difficulties 
are nearanend. If they do, they will find themselves miserably de- 
ceived. ‘lhese processes will be found but the beginning of ex- 
posures, new difficulties, odium, and discredit with respect to the 
transactions, and a whole train of difficulties, at present impossible to 
foresee, which, however, will only increase the longer the great 
wind-up, which has from the first been an obvious necessity, is 
delayed.

The surplus produce of the agriculturist, as we have said, 
is the fund on which all other men subsist; and they, there- 
fore, can only be numerous in proportion as agriculture is 
effective. Where there is no produce beyond what suffices 
to subsist the actual tiller of the soil, every man must ne- 
cessarily till the ground in order to live, and then no manufac- 
turing or town population could come into existence. Now, jit 
has long been the fact as to Ireland, that nearly all the surplus 
produce of its peasantry has been abstracted from them and 
from the country, and that, in conjunction with restrictions on 
their industry, has prevented the growth in Ireland of that great, 
numerous, comfortable, and opulent middle class, amongst which,

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in other countries, arises nearly every improvement, and which 
gives at once velocity and stability to society. 

Without going back to those times when the rule was, that 
“ they should take who have the power, and they shall keep who 
“can,” we fiud ata very modern period, that the soil of Ireland 
was forcibly appropriated by new masters. If we except the 
French Revolution and the secularization of ecclesiastical pro- 
perty in Southern Germany, there have been, we believe, no simi- 
lar appropriation by the strong hand, legalized in any part of 
civilized Europe—for even when countries have been conquered, 
the property of individuals has been in a great measure respected, 
—for a period long antecedent to this appropriation of property 
in Ireland. No longer ago than the time of the Commonwealth, 
and the reign of William III, nine-tenths of the landed property 
was forfeited and appropriated to persons and companies who 
lived out of Ireland. ‘The land was forcibly taken away from the 
owners and given to English noblemen and gentlemen. “Such 
“persons,” says Mr M‘Culloch, could not be expected to leave 
“ England to reside in Ireland, and in fact they very rarely visited 
“ their estates in the latter, but satisfied themselves with taking 
“ what rent they could get from them.” Amongst a people whose 
industry was restricted, that rent was nearly all the surplus produce, 
and thus the forcible appropriation of the soil by Cromwell and 
William IIL caused nearly the whole agricultural surplus produce 
to be continually exported from Ireland without any equivaient. 

But there was another forcible and wrongful appropriation. 
Though the power of the English sovereigns and parliament was 
inadequate to convert the Catholic population, it could appro- 
priate the whole property of the church. It endowed with that 
property the Protestant clergy. For many years a large propor- 
tion, perhaps the bulk of the endowed Protestant clergy of Ire- 
land lived out of the country. For the dignitaries of that church 
residence was rather the exception than the rule. They not only 
amassed large fortunes, founding families in England of pro- 
prietors of Ireland who became absentees, they passed a large 
portion of their time in England, and spent there the bulk of their 
incomes. Ireland, therefore, by the forcible appropriation of 
nearly all the property of the country to English noblemen and 
gentlemen and Protestant clergy, had two great classes of absen- 
tecs, who have extracted from her, ever since the revolution of 
1688, at which period her manufactures were annihilated, nearly 
all the wealth except what sufficed for the subsistence of a de- 
pressed and a deteriorating peasantry. 

A great deal has been written by at least one very learned eco- 
nomist in favour of absentees. Without entering into all the sub- 
tleties of his arguments, it suffices for our purpose of explaining 
the deficiency of a town popuiation in Ireland, to observe that the 
metropolis has been increased by the residence here of the Irish 
nobility and dignified clergy, while Bath and Cheltenham and 
Harrogate have been indebted for half their splendour and their 
greatness to the absentee gentry and Protestant priesthood of 
Ireland. Now the continued exportation of the surplus produce of 
the Irish peasantry which has sufficed to augment the town popu- 
lation of England, and to nourish here all the arts by the produce 
of which that surplus is paid for and agriculture encouraged, suf- 
fices also to account for the great deficiency of a town and manu- 
facturing population in Ireland. Manufactures can only grow 
from the surplus produce of agriculture; all the surplus pro- 
duce of agriculture was carried out of Ireland, and no means re- 
mained of nourishing manufactures. 

We are well aware that latterly, a large part of our gigantic 
manufacturing system has grown up and existed independently of 
the surplus agricultural produce of our own soil. It has been 
supported and paid for by the rice and the wheat and the flour of 
other countries, by their coffee and sugar and tea, and indigo, and 
silk. It has now therefore grown beyond the nourishment it still 
in part derives from that surplus produce, which is spent by the 
nobility and gentry and clergy; but in its origin it was wholly 
supported by that, and by depriving the Irish of their surplus 
agricultural produce, we took and still take from them the means 
essential for the very commencement of manufactures. 

This supplies a better clue to the peculiarities in the condition 
Much is said 


property, to account for the absence of manufactures. But surely 
Italy was never more turbulent than when, in the ages of its re- 
publics, its commerce and manufactures flourished most. Much, 
too, has been said about an inherent disposition in the people to 
divide the land, according to an old fashion, amongst all the sons 
of the family. But where there was no other mode of gaining a 
subsistence, the land, as population increases, was necessarily split 
into the smallest possible pieces. In England, where towns and 
wealth abound, the process has been to agglomerate rather than 
divide farms. In every condition of society, the size of farms will 
be determined by many circumstances, such as the proximity 
to a town, the quantity of capital and labour required to cultivate 
a given quantity of land, the availableness of that labour, the 
buildings and instruments by which a given portion of land can 
be most conveniently managed, &c; and these circumstances make 
the propriety of large or small farms a question that practice 
only can determine; but over all such circumstances, disregarding

The abstraction of wealth from Ireland destroys 
and motives for accumulation. There can be no 
comfortable middle class, linking the greatest noble 
meanest peasant, and exciting to emulation by the possibility of 
acquiring similar comfort. The want too of such a middle class 
has left the landlords without any controul but that which might 
arise from a dread of the peasantry. They have been the 
exclusive rulers of the land, and have made and administered the 
laws for the purpose of maintaining to themselves and their 
assigns or representatives the possessions which conquest con- 
ferred on them. As time rolled on, and the value and rental 
of land in England increased by the growth of a town popu- 
lation, while there was no such cause for its increase in Ireland, 
the Irish landlord, obliged to keep pace in expenditure with the 
same class in England, had no other alternative but to squeeze 
out of the peasantry the utmost farthing. All their regulations, 
their neglect or their refusal to build farm houses, barns, or farm 
buildings of any kind—their law to secure from the peasantry any 
rent which tae bankrupt middleman left unpaid—their ready and 
willing suldivision of the soil, at once increasing their rent and 
the dependence and competition of the peasantry—all their laws 
and regulations had for their main object to secure to themselves 
the whole surplus produce of the peasantry. “ All for ourselves, 
“and nothing for the rest of mankind, has ever been the vile 
“maxim,” says Smith, “ of the selfish masters of the world,” and 
no where has the maxim been so unsparingly and unscrupulously 
acted on as in Ireland. Unchecked in their exactions, except by 
the dread of the peasantry, the landlords guarded themselves and 
their adkerents by police and military force, and could have none 
of those civic officers drawn from the people, who, in England 
and other countries, make the people themselves the executors 
of the laws. Thus the law made by the landlords, adminis- 
tered by the landlords or by their agents, and executed by 
strangers, was and is as hostile to the peasantry as that original 
usurpation of the soil it was framed to support. What wonder 
then that the peasantry have made a law for themselves, which 
they execute themselves, and which is intended to counteract the 
landlords’ law? What wonder that a people so treated by the 
law, so outraged by those who made the law, should be turbulent 
and lawless? And what wonder that Ireland should be a prey to 
confusion as well as intense and houseless poverty? The com- 
paratively recent usurpation of the land, followed by a whole series 
of measures to secure to the absentee and other proprietors the 
whole of its increasing value, conferring on them the improve- 
ments made by the labour of the peasantry, and thus always 
enabling them to appropriate, in the shape of an increased rent, 
all the surplus produce of the soil, suffice we think to explain the 
principal peculiarities in the economical and social condition of 
Ireland. 





We have taken up only one poit it in the large subject, but that 
is an important one. The agriculture of Ireland is comparatively 
as hi ack ard as the country is de aoe in manufactures, in useful 
arts, and in a town population. , however, taking a narrow 
view to speak of the growth of be a population as essential to 
progress of society in wealth ; the individuals of a town population 
are strictly and visibly dependent one on another; they are mu- 
tually and continually helping and serving one another, and thus 
are compelled to be both orderly and civil. It was their mis- 
fortune to begin wrongfully, and thus be placed in a false position. 
On the contrary, the peasantry, earning their own living by their 
labour, with that skill which the knowledge in society enabled them 
to acquire, but having every fragment of their produce which they 
could spare taken away from them, they have been the in- 
jured and oppressed class. Individuals amongst them may have 


been assassins, as individuals amongst the landowners have 
been benevolent and wise; but in both cases these are 
the exceptions, and the general characteristics of the two 


classes are such as we have described. Now, from this one part 
of society we may infer the whole. There is the same harmony 
amongst the parts of the gregarious family of mankind as amongst 
the root, trunk, and branches of a tree, and as amongst the limbs 
and members of a single individual. If from one foot of Hercules 
we may learn all the proportions of the giant—if, more even than 
that, from some small fossil remains, anatomists can frame the 
whole animal, and place before us the representation of a strange 
living being that no human eye ever saw,--we may be sure that 
throughout human society the same uniformity and harmony 
prevail, and that when we have detected a great wrong in one 
part, that will pervade and poison the whole. That has been our 
purpose in these articles, and all our remarks point distinctly to 
causes very different from the peasantry for the existing evils 
of Ireland, and to a series of remedies totally at variance with 
curfew bills, and with bills to increase the power and secure the 
persons of the landlords. The wrong has been and is now done 
by them and by the laws which they make, and before we can 
hope for any improvement the system must be changed.

a sum equal to at least one-fourth of its capital ; and that a general | 


disposition exists in difficult times rather to apply to that source 
for capital, than to make large calls on shareholders. 


On the other hand, some considerable portion of the capital so 
called up or borrowed is used for the payment of land, and as 
such is no abstraction from the general floating capital of the 
country, but a mere transfer of so much fixed capital from the 
landowner to the railway company, in exchange for so much float- 
ing capital collected from the shareholders, As far, therefore, as 
these sums are used for the purchase of land or other fixed pro- 
perty, the capital is not abstracted from the fund applicable to 
trade, but only transferred from one party to another. If a body 
of shareholders dispose of consols to pay “calls,” and the amount 
is handed over to a landed proprietor, the latter must again find 
some similar investment for the amount so paid; and the amount 
of floating capital applicable to trade is not thereby diminished, 
as it is when itis absorbed in the payment of labour, and of 
materials representing labour and capital expended in their pro- 
duction. 
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MORE NEW CONVERTS. 

Ir afforded us great pleasure, last week, to allude to the sound 
reasons which Lord Essex adduced for his conversion to the prin- 
ciples of free trade. But we have been even more struck by the 
singular ability and clear comprehension of those principles, as 
exhibited by another recent convert, contained in a letter ad- 
dressed by the Rev. Christopher Nevile to Mr Alison. This let- 
ter is a remarkably clever and racy production, of less than fifty 
pages, in which the writer, who had acquired some considerable 
reputation as an advocate of protection, gives an account of the 
process of observation and reasoning by which his convictions be- 
came changed, and by which he furnished himself with the most 
unanswerable arguments to all the fallacies of protection. For 
the space occupied, we have seen no production which has, ina 
more satisfactory manner, disposed of all the leading errors and 
prejudices against free trade. Mr Nevile adopts as his motto, 
““ Change of opinion is not inconsistency ;” and we are satisfied that 
no one will read this pamphlet without being convinced that, in 
the writer’s case, change has only been in accordance with the 
enlightened convictions of a powerful and vigorous mind, which 
has with felicity grasped at the truth and thrown error aside. It 
appears that, five years ago, Mr Nevile published a pamphlet in 
defence of protection, which had a flattering reception from Mr 
Alison and others. After a laborious inquiry, we have under- 
stood with a view of following up his first pamphlet in further 
attempts to defeat free trade doctrines, Mr Nevile has found their 
truth to be irresistible, and his opinions are “ entirely changed.” 
He says to Mr Alison— 

“T address my recantation to you, on grounds which, perhaps, may sur- 
prise you. I trace my conversion to an attentive perusal of your works. | 
am indebted to the most distinguished protectionist writer for my convic- 
tion that our protective system has been most injurious to the country.” 

The process by which Mr Nevile first doubted the accuracy of 
his former opinions, and at jength fully embraced his “new 
views,” is strikingly expressed in the following words :— 

* A review of our position was enough, indeed, to shake my faith in any 
political system. I found great distress existing: the only assignable 
causes by the advocates for protection being over production and over po- 
pulation. And under what circumstances were we placed? An overflow 
of capital, driven abroad, to our ultimate loss, for want of profitable invest- 
ment at home—an immense number of workpeople, especially agricultural 
labourers, in vain seeking employment—millions of acres of land unculti- 
vated, and many millions capable of great improvement—the markets ap- 
parently glutted with manufactured articles we could not consume, and 
with agricultural produce which could not be sold; I asked myself, how 
could any nation be reduced to anything like distress with a superfluity of 
every element of prosperity and comfort? An answer there must be: but I 
could not find itthen, I now believe it can be found. The word is Mono- 
poly. Ihave become convinced that protection to native industry, where 
it has jiad any effeet at all, has heen disastrous in its consequences, and has 
been indeed ‘the bane of agriculture.’ ” 
| Mr Nevile draws a clear and striking contrast of the actual free 
competition, notwithstanding a nominal protective duty, which 
has existed with respect to our manufactures, and of the real and 
operative monopoly which the owners of land have unwisely 
secured to themselves, and shows in what way competition has 
been so favourable to the advancement and prosperity of the 
former, while monopoly has been so injurious and destructive to 
| the latter ; and he happily exposes the great fallacy and error of 

referring the prosperity and existence of a pursuit to some nomi- 
| nal price, as the lowest at which production can be repaid. In

all such reasoning the power of economising processes, of increased 
quantity, and of generally improved management, are entirely ex- 
cluded from the calculation. From Mr Young’s calculations of the 
price necessary to repay production in 1814, downward to those 
made by land-valuers of the present day, there has never yet been 
one of them realised; for, in spite of every impediment and in- 
ducement to the contrary, still agricultural improvements have to 
a certain extent gone forward. That they have not done so to an 
extent equal to other branches of industry, we are indebted en- 
tirely to the system of protection with which, unfortunately for 
themselves, the proprietors of land have had the legislative power 
to burthen their properties. Had the same ,“baneful principle’ 
been applied to manufactures, the result would have been the 
same :— 

“If the first twenty or a hundred cotton mills erected had been protected 
from competition, can any one conceive that our machinery would have im- 
proved as rapidly as it has done? It would have been easy to show that 
after calculating the cost of raw material, wages, with profits, interest, &c., 
that a yard of cloth could not be made under a certain price, and that price 
might have been artificially sustained. It is evident what the consequences 
would have been. It has, however, been open for any man with capital and 
skill, to build a mill and manufacture cloth, and the price was regulated, 
not by what all could make it for, but by what any one individual could 
afford to sell it at: any improvement in machinery, any economy in the 
manufacture, musé eventually be adopted by all parties, or they could not 
sustain themselves in the market. The moment they were undersold, their 
business was atanend. The duties levied on foreign goods were of no avail, 
for the competition at home was unlimited. 

“ How different has the case been with our agriculture! The legislation 
was in the hands of landowners—they calculated the cost of growing wheat, 
and they advanced the duties on foreign corn so as to exclude it under that 
price, The land could not be multiplied, and the inevitable consequence 
was, they acquired a monopoly of the market. According to the well- 
known principle, it might have been expected that agricultural improvement 
would be slow. Necessity, the great mother of invention, being removed, 
the probability was, that the progress in the cultivation of the soil would be 
retarded. Has it been the case or not? Ilas British skill, capital and in- 
dustry, produced its corresponding effects in the production of food? Has 
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the landowner, who is the real manufacturer, however indirectly, has he 
made the fullest use ofall the means at his disposal? I will take an answer 
from yourself, the most able writer on the side of protection ; I could con- 
firm your testhmony by numerous quotations from members of the Agricul- 
tural Protection Society.” 

This extract really explains the whole secret of the rapid pro- 
gress and prosperity of our manufactures, and the stationary and 
depressed condition of our agriculture. The landowner who goes 
to Parliament and votes for protection to land, virtually offers a 
premium or encouragement to the occupiers of his land for indo- 
lence and neglect. He virtually and voluntarily deprives himself 
of all the advantages which would arise from an active exercise of 
ingenuity and economy; while he introduces a new and additional 
element of uncertainty, wholly inseparable from all artificial sys- 
tems, and especially such as impose great abuses upon society, 
which deters the free application of capital, From these causes, 
the landowner has injured himself infinitely more in the mere 
amount of rent which he now receives than any advantage which 
he has obtained by restriction. We have not the slightest doubt 
that had the trade in corn been perfectly free since 1815 the rents 
of lands and the profits of farmers would have been much higher 
than at present, while the price of food would probably have been 
little more than half its present rate. This is exactly what has 
been the case in manufactures, by the operation of the principle 
so well explained by Mr Nevile. High rents and high farmers’ 
profits are not inconsistent with cheap food, 

Mr Nevile disposes in a most satisfactory way of all usual pleas 

set up for protection in the shape of special burdens. “ The 
“tithes never belonged to the landowner. The land has been 
“ bought and sold liable to this payment, which has recently been 
“converted into a corn rent.” ‘ ° - “The titheowner 
“is in the situation of a mortgagee, and the tithes are, therefore, 
“no tax whatever in growing corn on this tractof land.” . . . 
“ The highway rates are wholly made up of labour, . . . . . 
“and these rates would, therefore, accommodate themselves to 
“any diminished scale of agricultural prices; besides, good roads 
*‘ are conducive to the profitable occupation of the land.” . ‘ 
“The expense of improved implements might, with nearly as 
much justice, be brought forward as a tax or an impediment to 
producing corn at a lower price.” ‘ . The poor rates 
are not peculiar to land ;—all real property is equally charged.” 
: ‘ . “Itit is true that the capital engaged in manufac- 
tures is not rated to the poor, neither is that employed in agri- 
“culture. AND IF THE PROTECTIONISTS ARE JUSTIFIED IN THEIR 
ASSERTION THAT FOR EVERY POUND EMBARKED IN MANUFACTURES, 
“152 ARE ENGAGED IN AGRICULTURE, THE LESS WE SAY ON THAT 
SCORE THE BETTER.” : . . “The malt tax falls upon 
the consumers, and not upon the growers, and cannot be con- 
sidered a burden upon the land in particular.” 
The indirect taxes, amounting to about £36,000,000, out of 
£48,000,000, are “levied upon production or consumption of the 
“whole nation, and are by no means paid by the landed or agri- 
“cultural classes in particular.” To the common argument, that 
protection becomes needful in consequence of the national debt, 
Mr. Nevile gives the following nnanswerable reply and apt illus- 
tration of his reasoning :— 

“If the price of any article is artificially raised to enable the producer to 

pay his share of any national debt, that process must necessarily render the 
consumer less able to pay it. Suppose a community consisting of A, B, C, 
D, E, and that A produces corn, Bcloth, aud C hardware, and that they 
owe a joint debt to D and E; if all these articles are protected, and the 
prices raised, the protection is nugatory. If corn alone is artificially raised 
in price, it is unjust ; but in neither case can the joint power of A, B, and 
C to meet their common debt be increased. If in this country we shculd 
assume that there are 100 trades, and 100 commodities, and each were 
equally protected, it must be evident that the artificial price created is of 
no advantage to any one party, as he will lose as much in the 99 commodi- 
ties he buys, as he can gain in the one he sells. If the protection is unequal, 
it will enrich one party and impoverish another in proportion, but the wealth 
of the whole will not be increased. So far from it, it is very possible, that 
by attempting to force the capital, the skill, and industry‘ef the country into 
particular channels, which they would not take in their natural course, the 
whole trade, commerce, and prosperity of the community may be impeded. 
The national debt does not fall upon any particular individual or kind of 
property, but it is mainly paid, and must be paid, by a tax upon the general 
articles of consumption ; and the advocates for free trade may and do use 
the argument, that our immense debt is a reason in favour, not against, the 
most unlimited free trade.” 
Mr Nevile replies in a clear and unanswerable way to the general 
fallacy, that if we do admit corn from other countries, they will not 
buy our goods, but will be paid in gold. He shows that as gold 
is not a production of this country, it can only be obtained 
in exchange for something that is, and that a payment in gold is, 
therefore, though indirectly, as much an exchange for the produce 
of this country as if we gave the calico of Manchester or the 
cloth of Leeds. But perhaps one of the most useful points discussed 
in this valuable little pamphlet, is the objections raised against 
free trade on account of deeply mortgaged lands. Mr Nevile 
shows that the case of such a Jandowner is not so desperate as at 
first sight it would appear. We have always entertained an opi- 
nion that one of the best things which could happen to large landed 
proprietors with deeply mortgaged es‘ ates, would be the necessity 
to which they would be driven to sel’ some portion, as the only 
means of clearing and rendering more profitable the remainder. 
The following is too valuable to omit :— 

“Tf the necessity of a sale was forced upon any very much embarrassed 
proprietors, it might be in the end beneficial to them, and would certainly 
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be most advautageous to the community. What greater injury can accrue 
to us, than that vast tracts of land should continue in the hands of parties 
who cannot possibly improve it, or allow other capitalists to do so ? 

“ Let any one observe the breaking up of a large encumbered estate—what 
an amount of capital and industry islet in— what an altered appearance 
does the country assume? New houses, new buildings, improved cultiva- 
tion, and increased general production are the coneequences of the necessi- 
ties of a single individual reaching a certain point. 

“The means of a deeply mortgaged landowner may be much greater that 
he is himself aware of. 1 will take my data from two eminent agriculturists 
who are, I believe, strong advocates for protection. In the last number of 
the Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society, Mr Pusey testities that capital has 
been Jaid out in improving land, to pay fifty per cent. If Mr Pusey’s con- 
tributions to that journal are examined, it will be found that in his opinion 
arate of interest can be obtained by draining and cultivation, very far be- 
yond what any investment to purchase would yield. Mr Greetham, one of 
the most able land agents in Lincolnshire, and himself a considerable land 
owner, stated, at a public meeting, as a matter of complaint, that the land 
lords were only receiving 24 per cent. for their money ; this must mean, that 
an estate worth 100,000/, is letting at a reut of 2,500/a year. I have no 
hesitation in confirming, as far as my own experience goes, the statements 
of both these gentlemen. By putting them together we obtain two facts— 
thut capital, judiciously !aid out in agricultural improvements, will pay very 
great interest, say even 10 per cent., and that an estate worth 2,500/ a year, 
will sell for 100,000/. If, therefore, a landowner possesses ten such estates, 
his income would be 25,000/. By selling two of them for 200,000/, and lay- 
ing the money out as capital on the rest of his property, to pay 10 per cent. 
he would absolutely create an additional fund of no less than 15,000/ pe 
annum. I do not offer this as an exact calculation for all estates, under all 
circumstances, I merely wish to show, upon the authority of Mr Pusey and 
Mr Greetham, both of whom I believe to be perfectly correct, that even 
upon a fall of prices, the landowners will not be in such a helpless condition 
as they may suppose.” 

After answering with equal ability some of the other common 
fallacies of the protectionists, Mr Nevile makes some observations 
on the notion so common among “country gentlemen,” as to the 
advantages which they can derive from an increased circulation of 
paper currency, by—as they suppose, and as Mr Nevile seems to 
admit—its effect in raising prices. We perfectly concur with the 
writer, that such an effect, if produced at all, would only be a 
nominal change, as all other things would be raised in proportion, 
but it is quite clear that Mr Nevile and the “ country gentlemen”’ 
to whom he alludes entirely confound the effect of an inconver- 
tible paper currency, to which these observations would be true, 
with the convertible paper, which alone has constituted the cur- 
rency of this country for many years past. 

Ve cannot too strongly recommend this pamphlet, as being 
well calculated to remove objections and prejudices which 
many, we have no doubt, conscientiously entertain to the prin- 
ciples upon which the measures before Parliament are based.

RESIGNATION OF Mr Day.—Mr Christie moved for copies of all correspond- 
ence between W. Day, Esq., late Assistant-Commissioner of Poor Laws, and the 
Poor Law Commissioners and the Secretary for the Home Department, relative 
to his involuntary resignation of his Assistant Poor-Law Commiasionership, and 
of all minutes relative to Mr Day’s resignation, and to the appointment of Colonel 
Wade as his successor.—After a few words from Sir James Graham, the motion 
was agreed to. 

Post OFFICE MISMANAGEMENT.—Mr T. Duncombe then moved for a sele 
committee to inquire into the allegations of the petition of Mr Jonathan Duncan’ 
on the mal-administration of affairs in the General Post office. He entered 
into several details, to show that if there was not great mal-administration in 
in the Post office, the letters would be delivered an hour and a half sooner in 
every part of the metropolis. He then entered into a history of the manner in 
which the information for Kelly’: Post-ofice Directory was obtained by the letter- 
carriers at the public expense, for the benefit of a private individual. He be- 
lieved that neither the Secretary nor the Postmaster-General were aware of all 
the circumstanees under which that publication was got up. Letters requesting 
subscriptions for Kelly’s Directory had been delivered by the letter-carriers with- 
out stamps at the principal houses in the metropolis, and that was so direct an 
allegation of fraud upon the revenue that the houses were bound to inquire into 
the truth of it. He had moved last session for a return of the profits derived 
from the printing of this Directory, which was hawked about from door to door 
by the letter-carriers for Mr Kelly’s benefit ; and the return made was, that the 
profits did not exceed 1,200/ a year. Now, if this committee was granted, he 
would prove that the profits of that publication, got up, as he had described, at 
the public expense, enabled Mr Kelly to put from 12,0003 to 15,0001 into his 
pocket every year.—Mr Williams seconded the motion——Mr Cardwell insisted 
that there was not, on the part of the Treasury or the Postmaster-General, the 
slightest desire to screen from detection, exposure, and punishment, any such 
mal-practices as Mr Duncombe had just denounced, provided that proof was 
tendered of their existence. There was no occasion to bring forward such 
charges in the House of Commons, as the Treasury and the Postmaster-General 
were at all times ready to receive memorials complaining of such mal-practices, 
and to investigate into their truth He then defended Mr Kelly from the 
charges which Mr Duncombe had preferred against him; and in the course of 
that defence gave a history of the Post-office Directory, and of the mode in which 
it had been originally purchased, and subsequently got up by that gentleman. 
rhe information which it contained was official, collected by official persons for 
official purposes, and must be collected for the Post office, even if Mr Kelly’s 
Directory had no existence. ‘The profits which Mr Kelly derived from that pub- 
lication were not more than fair remuneration which a man had a right to ex- 
pect from the employment of his capital and the exercise of his industry, and were 
stated in the return the house He concluded by declaring 





correctly before 


his intention to refuse the proposed committee, though he had no objection togrant | 


any returns which might throw light on the administration of the Post office. 

After a few observations from Mr Moffatt and Mr Protheroe, in support of 
the motion, Mr Brotherton complained of the manner in which the appoint- 
ments of letter-carriers in large provincial towns were made. There had been 
sent down to Manchester, from Buckinghamshire, a number of agricultural 
labourers, as leiter-carriers ; men who could hardly read or write, and who were 
so unacquainted with the localities of Manchester, that they had even now the 
greatest difficulty of making out the different streets to which it was their duty 
to carry letters.—Mr Christie was by no means satisfied with the speech of Mr 
Cardwell. He had denied “upon authority” the statements of Mr Duncombe, 
but he had not stated upon what authority —Mr F. Baring was opposed to the 
motion; for there was nothing either in the petition of Mr Duncan or in the 
complaints of the public to warrant an inquiry into the administration of the 
Post-oflice. At the same time, he doubted whether it was advisable to carry on 
the Post-ofiice Directory for the benetit of an individual by means of the officers 
of the public—Mr Wakley insisted upon the necessity of having an investiga- 
tion.—The Chancellor of the Exchequer reiterated the statement of Mr Cardwell 
as to the readiness of the Treasury to examine into charges of malversation. He 
defended the administration of the Post-office, and asserted that if a committee 
were granted on such vague allegations as the present, there would be no limit 
to the appointment of committees on similar allegations. 
reply, observed, that the committee was refused because the government knew 
that he had a good case to bring forward against it. Had he had a bad case, 
the government would have granted ‘a committee, if it were only to cover him 
with confusion.—The house then divided. The numbers were—For the 
49; against it, 92; majority, 43. 


IntsHo RalLway Bitts.—Mr W. S. O’Brien then moved, that— 


** With a view to diminish the inconvenience and expense now incurred in carrying 
through Parliament bills for the construction of railways in Ireland, it is expedient 
that, in the case of Irish railway bills, all such inquiries as are now conducted in London 
by committees of both Houses of Parliament, should, after the termination of the 
present session, take place in Ireland.’ 


His plan for carrying out his resolution was as follows: The Speaker, at the 
end of every session, was to have power to appoint a commission to examine all 
Irish railroad bills. The commission was to consist of five persons—an eminent 
lawyer, a civil engineer, a military engineer, a mercantile man of high station 
and character, and an intelligent country gentleman. The commission should 
have power to decide on the policy as weil as on the facts involved in each bill, 
subject, of course, to an appeal to that house. He left, however, to the govern- 
ment, in case it should accede to his resolution, full power of carrying it into 
effeet by another plan. He had thrown out his own ideas; but he would not 
say that another plan less objectionable might not be devised. In the 
government gave him its support on this resolution, he should move that the 
same principle be also applied to all private bills coming from Ireland.—Mr F. 
French seconded the resolution.—Sir R. Peel observed, that, from the number of 
motions which had gone off that evening, it was quite evident that the house 
was not prepared for the present very important motion. It certainly was a 
matter not unworthy of consideration, whether, in case of railroads and other 
important works, we might not institute certain preliminary inquiries on the 
spot; but if preliminary inquiries were to be instituted on the spot, the other 
distant parts of the empire, as well as Ireland, ought to have the benefit of 
them. There must always be a strong objection, on the part of the house, to 
give up its legislative power, and to transfer to five individuals the right of deal- 
ing with all the landed property of Ireland. Besides, Mr 8S. O’Brien had not 
stated what he would do with the joint power of the House of Lords. He hoped 
that Mr S. O’Brien would withdraw his motion ; for it was quite impossible that 
the house could now assent toit. All that he could assent to was, the propriety 
of consideration whether some preliminary inquiry might not be made on the 
spot into the expediency of local public works, by some body acting under the 
authority and control of the House of Commons; but the power of legislation 
must not be taken from the Houses of Parliament.—For the motion, 25; agaist 
it) 69 5; majority against it, 44.

FRIENDLY Societies’ BiLL.—On the motion of Sir J. Graham, the house re- 
solved itself into a committee for the further consideration of the report on the 
Friendly Societies’ bill. Some conversation took place on the first and second 
clauses of the bill, and several suggestions offered by hon. members were incor- 
porated into them. On the third clause, Mr T. Duncombe proposed an amend- 
ment, of which the effect was to legalise all friendly societies at present estab- 
lished. In proposing that amendment, he admitted that such had been his 
object in introducing the bill.— Sir J. Graham objected to this amendment, and, 
after some conversation, it was negatived by a majority of 93 over 7 voices. 
Several verbal amendments were then made in the bill, which was considered 
up to clause 15. The house then resumed, the chairman reported progress, and 
the bill was ordered to be re-committed on Friday next. 

New Wait.—On the motion of Mr Young, a new writ was ordered for the 
Linlithgow district of burghs, in the room of Mr Baird, who has accepted the 
office of steward of the Chiltern Hundreds. 

County ExLections BiLt.—Mr Elphinstone then moved the second reading 
of the County Elections fbill, of which the object is to limit the time for taking 
the poll in counties to one day, as is now the case in boroughs. He vindicated 
the change on the ground that it would lead to a great saving of expense.— 
Colonel T. Wood moved that the bill be read a second time that day six months, 
on the ground of the inconvenience of the change which it proposed to make. 
When a contest was going on in several adjacent counties at the same time, the 
electors might not be able to record their votes in each of them on one day.— 
Colonel Sibthorpe had a vote for not less than five counties, and in the present 
position of public affairs he wished to be able to exercise that vote in each 
county. (“ Hear,” and laughter.) With respect to the expense of county elec- 
tions, he had only heard from the noble lord opposite (Lord Worsley) any com- 
plaint of it; the noble lord said he had had two severe contests; he (Colonel 
Sibthorpe) had had six; yet that did not frighten him. (Laughter.) He 
should regret to see the day when a check should be put upon the free and 
proper circulation of money. (Great laughter.)—After a conversation, in which 
Lord Worsley, Mr Newdegate, Mr Bright, Mr B. Denison, Sir J. Graham, Sir R. 
Inglis, Mr B. Escott, and Lord G. Bentinck joined, the house divided; when the 
amendment was carried by a majority of-55 over 32 yotes. The bill was accord- 
ingly lost.

Thursday, April 23, 

The house met at four o’clock. After the presentation of some petitions, the 
subject of 

RAILWAY LEGISLATION was introduced by Sir R. Pecl bringing forward the 
resolutions which were laid on the table on Tuesday evening, and which are 
similar in substance to those proposed by the Earl of Dalhousie in the Lords. 
The right hon. baronet gave the house an account of the capital invested in rail- 
way companies during 1844 and 1845 :— 

“TI find that in 1844 the number of railway projects which received the sanction of 
the legislature was 37 ; that the capital authorised to be raised by those acts amounted 
to 13,981,000/; that the amount of loan capital, as distinguished from share capita], 
authorised to be raised, amounts to 4,006,000/, being a total amount of share and loan 
capital authorised to be raised by the bills passed.in 1844 of 17,987,0001. Then I find 
in 1845 the number of railway bills passed was 118; and the share capital autherised to 
be raised by those acts amounts to not less than 45,849,000/, whilst the amount author- 
ised to be raised by loan, in addition to the share capital, is 14,635,000/, making a total 
amount of capital authorised to be raised by the acts of 1845, and applicable to railway 
enterprise, of 60,484,000/. I have called for a return of the number of railway bills 
which, on the ilth of April last, were under the consideration of this or the other 
house of parliament, and I find that the number of English bills amounts to 369; of 
Scotch bills, 107; and of Irish, 43—making a total of 519 bills, which, so far as 
the public records can be relied on, are bills in respect to which the deci- 
sion of parliament must be given. I find by the English bills that capital 
to the amount of 184,700,000/ would be raised, supposing all those bills received 
the sanction of Parliament, and that in addition, under the same bills, loans to 
the amountjof 58,000,000/ might be raised. By the Scotch bills, capital stock to the 
amouat of 28,500,000/ might be raised, and loans to the amount of 9,500,000/; whilst 
by the Irish bills 18,104,000/ capital stock could be constituted, and loans to the 
amount of upwards of 5,000,000/ would be sanctioned, making a total of capital 
stock, authorised to be raised by the bills for England, Scotland, and Ireland respec- 
tively, of 231 302,000/, and of capital to be raised by loans of 72,781,000/, being a total 
of capital authorised to be raised by bills pending in this session, independently of the 
unpaid capital of the acts sanctioned by parliament in 1844 and 1845, of 304,000,000/ 
I know it would be quite illusory to rely upon that as the amount of capital which 
would be actually required. (Hear, hear.) Many of these are competing railways, 
and many are bills the passing of which would be quite unnecessary for the public in- 
terests (hear, hear); and therefore, although I state 304,000,000 to be the total amount 
of capital which, if all these bills were sanctioned, would be authorised to be raised, 
yet a very great deduction must be made for many of them which parliament would 
reject, and many of them which would not go eu; but still, make what deduction you 
will, the total amount of capital—were there no interference at all on the part of par- 
liament, if we are entirely passive—that will be sauctioned in the present session, will 
be much greater than that which I think it would be for the public interests ought to 
be raised for railway speculations. (Hear, hear.) 


























—Sir Robert Peel observed that the principal reasons which induced him to 
submit his present proposition to parliament were, first, the enormous amount of 
capital which must be locked up in these enterprises during the present session ; 
secondly, the increased cost of constructing railways, in consequence of the great 
rise in price of many of the articles necessary to their construction; and thirdly, 
the great difference in the value of those schemes at the time of their original 
projection and at the present moment. There was also a fourth reason, not 
altogether undeserving the attention of the house ; namely, the anxious desire of 
many persons to relieve themselves from these engagements. In the present 
state of the law as to inchoate railroad companies, it was not surprising that 
such a desire should exist. The power of provisional committees were very 
great, and there was at present no effective control over them. A fifth reason 
was the strange manceuvres which had been employed for “rigging the market,” 
of which he gave several instances, which would have been ludicrous had it not 
been for their deplorable results. The measures which he now proposed would 
only interfere with the railroad bills of the present session. Though he doubted 
whether his proposition would have been well received at an earlier period of 
the session, he trusted that the experience which the house had acquired in the 
interim would now lead to its favourable reception. That proposition threw no 
arbitrary obstacles in the way of those who wished to proceed with their projects ; 
but it gave those who now saw the effect of their improvident speculations the 
means of retiring from them. Many bills which were entirely unopposed, would 
not be effected by it; but, in the large majority of cases, the power of stopping 
their progress would be eminently beneficial to individuals. For instance, there 
was one valley within 25 miles of the metropolis, through which it was now 
proposed to run no less than 11 railroads. Eleven bills for that object were then 
before the house, 
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them ; and that was in itselfa sufficient reason for giving the speculators a legis- 
lative power of dissolving their companies, and discontinuing their bills if they 
thought fitting. Inconclusion, he stated that he made this proposition, which 
would be simultaneously submitted to the other house of parliament, because 
he thought that without the intervention of government much mischief 
would arise, and by its intervention much mischief would be prevented, 
—Mr Bernal regretted that these resolutions had been proposed so late, for the 
danger ought to have been looked in the face at a much earlier period. He also 
thought that these resolutions required too small an amount of representative 
capital for the dissolution of a company.—The Solicitor-General defended the 
resolutions in a speech of considerable length. The reason why a proposition 
for the regulation of these bills had not been previously made by the government, 
was the difficulty which there would then have been in selecting four or five out 
of the 500 railway bills before parliament. We had, however, come at last to 
that period of the session when the list must be purged, and he considered that 
the present mode of purging it was the best that could be devised. It would not 
be safe to go further than was now proposed in checking the progress of railway 
bills. He showed that the law in every transaction relative to railroad compa. 
nies was full of complication and uncertainty, and that those who had abandoned 
all speculation in shares were now speculating in actions at law, and endeavour- 
ing to extort new gains from those whom they had sufficiently fleeced 
already Government was, however, prepared to bring in a measure | 
which would check, if it did not entirely prevent, that grievance.— 
Mr Labouchere considered that the intervention of the legislature was abso- 
lutely necessary in a state of things which was at once injurious to the interests 
of individuals and not very creditable to the commercial character of the nation. 
—Mr Hudson considered these resolutions to be very judicious,‘and anticipated 
that they would be met by the various directors of railroad companies in the 
same spirit of candour in which they had been proposed by the government 
He could not concur, however, with Sir R. Peel in thinking that there had been 
a great increase of late years in the expense of constructing railways. His own 
experience convinced him to the contrary; for he paid less for iron, sleepers, 
and land than he paid formerly when constructing the North Midland railway. 
—Mr Mark Philips remarked on the difficulties which had been felt in the 
manufacturing districts from the abstraction of capital, which had been diverted 
from business to railroad speculation.—Mr Ward declared his readiness to sup- 
port the resolutions, though he should have been better pleased had the pro- 
ceedings on these railroad bills been stopped before they arrived at the 
third reading. He then defended the conduct of the provisional com- 
mittees, on which Sir Robert Peel had, he thought, commented too severely.— 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer contended that the government could not 
have interfered at an earlier period on this subject with any chance of success. 
Now the public mind had cooled, and parliament appealing from Philip drunk

the Exchequer assented to the motion ; but he declined to make at present any 
exposition of what might be the financial plans of the government, on the 
usual plea of the inconvenience which premature announcement weuld produce 
After remarks from Mr J. A. Smith and Mr Entwisle, the motion wes agreed

Poor Removal Biiu.—Mr G. Bagley presented a petition from the inhabi- 
tants of a parishin the county of Dorset against several of the provisions of 
the Poor Removal bill, and also a petition from Swanage, in the county of Dor- 
set, signed by a large number of the clergy of the Established Church there, 
and also by many Dissenters of different persuasions, praying that the house 
would take measures for the better observance of the sabbath in that town, by 
restricting the sale of spirituous liquors on that day. 

Bripport ELecrion.—Mr C. Wood, Lord Dalmeny, Mr B. Scott, Sir W. 
Somerville, and Lord Claude Hamilton were sworn at the table to try the merits 
of the Bridport election.—Mr B. Cochrane trusted the hou-se would not adopt 
its usual course in this case. He had been told that he was charged with bri- 
bery, and at the present moment, the night before the committee was to sit, he 
did not know the particular case that was to be made against him. This agent 
had been served with ninety-six cases of objection, but what these objections 
were he cold not even surmise.—After some short discussion, the Attorney-Ge- 
neral said, the house had nothing to do with the question, it lay with the com- 
mittee.

LIFE AND PROPERTY PROTECTION BiLL.—On the motion for the resumption 
of the adjourned debate on the Irish Life and Property Protection bill, Mr 
Smith O'Brien went through the details of the printed returns from the scarcity 
commission, and showed how appalling was the state of distress in different 
counties of Ireland. In England the government obeyed every impulse of public 
opinion; in Ireland they set it at deffance. He charged ministers with having 
failed in their duty; the supplies of Indian corn and oatmeal which had been 
provided were utterly inadequate for the necessity. He and those with whom he 
acted were determined to resist any attempt by an English parliament to coerce 
Ireland and outrage Irish feeling. The charge against him of obstructing the 
corn bill was not applicable. As in 1842, so was he now, the advocate ofa fixed 
duty, as necessary, more especially, for preserving Irish agriculture from ruin. 
But Lord John Russell had got beyond him; and Sir Robert Peel had shot be- 
yond the noble lord. Not believing that the repeal of the corn law would be a 
benefit to Ireland, he felt himself justified in resisting the Coercion bill; and 
called upon Lord George Bentinck to say what course he and his party meant to 
pursue, in order to provide for the present destitution now existing in Ireland.— 
Lord George Bentinck thought the question deserved an answer. A Minister 
was attempting to govern the country with the support of only 112 members of 
the House of Commons. He (Lord George), and those who acted with him, 
thought that a temporary calamity was best remedied by a temporary remedy ; 
and in that spirit were ready to agree to a suspension of the corn law, by 
opening the ports for a limited period. But he denied, partly on 
the authority of a letter from the Earl of Shannon, that the destitution 
was universal; but even if it were, the remedy proposed, the repeal of 
the corn law, would prove the destruction, not the salvation of Ireland. 
Hiuskisson and Canning had both regarded the English poor-law as the safety- 
valve of this country against the danger of revolution; and he looked at tem- 
porary relief, and permanent provision, as the means for alleviating the con- 
dition of Ireland.—Sir Graham, in answer to Mr Vernon Smith, 
explained the principle on which the public money was advanced for the relief 
of destitution in Ireland. Vart of the sum was granted, part lent, for the 
advancement of public works, a corresponding sum being expected to be raised 
by the gentry of the particular locality—Mr EK. B. Roche thanked Lord George 
Bentinck for the generous sentiments he had uttered with respect to his country. 
If he, Mr Roche, applied to the Anti-Corn-law League for assistance, they might 
give him doctrines, very true, perhaps, but not at all adapted to relieve the im- 
mediate distress of the country —Mr Bellew said, that however it might inter- 
fere with the doctrines of political economy, they were bound to establish such 
a system of relief as would secure the poor man willing to work from starvation.— 
Mr Stafford O’Brien narrated the particulars of a recent visit to Ireland. He 
found the failure of the potatoes to be greater than he had anticipated, and 
on finding the Board of Works tardy in their movements, in answer to an 
application, he applied directly to Lord Lincoln, who at once enabled the relief 
committee for whom he acted to set the poor people of their district to work, 
and thereby placed it in immediate peace and security. He warmly eulo- 
gised the zeal and ability displayed by Lord Lincoln in his new capacity of 
Secretary for Ireland.—Mr Dillon Browne censured the Irish executive for 
inactivity. —Mr Sharman Crawford denied that protection had ever been of 
the slightest advantage to Irish agriculture, and expressed his anxiety for the 
advancement of the corn bill.—Mr O'Connell, though he had not been churlish 
in his expressions of gratitude to the Government for what they had done, 
was obliged to join in the complaint against the Irish executive. More money 
would be required; and yet scarcely a shilling of what had been granted had 
been advanced. They must tax the landlords of Ireland, especially the 
absentees. He was sorry to see that Mr Smith O'Brien was so adverse to 
They had been of no use to Ireland ; and the man 
who affirmed the contrary must draw on his imgination. He wished to heaven 
the Goverment would abandon the coercion bill, and proceed with the corn bill.— 
Mr Poulett Scrope enlarged on the necessity of adopting a system of relief which 
would provide work for the destitute able-bodied.—Mr Cobden remarked that 
this irregular debate had apparently arisen out of a private communication be- 
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opening of the ports for a total repeal of the corn law. But there was another 
party to be consulted—the English people, not the country party, but the people 
who lived in towns, and who really possessed the power of government. He re- 
joiced that the question was now taken out of the hands of that house ; the only 
change likely to be made was the substitution of immediate for deferred repeal 
of the corn law. Were it not for the interruption to trade and commerce, he 
could wish that Sir Robert Peel would appeal to the country, which would 
speedily make a moral example of the gentlemen “ below the gangway.” What 
plan would they suggest for opening the ports in Ireland, and yet preventing the 
exportatiin of food to England? Food, not money, was the necessity 
of Ireland; and let them beware of attempting to open the ports of the one 
country and of leaving a bread tax on the other. The repeal of the corn law 
would realise Mr O’Connell’s anticipations, and he deeply regretted that corn 
and coercion should have been allowed to interfere with each other.—Mr Miles 
denied that there was any compact between the members of the protective party 
and those Irish members acting with Mr Smith O’Brien.—Mr Smith O’Brien 
then asked if Sir Robert Peel was prepared to reply to the question he had 
asked ?— Sir Robert Peel apprehended the question was, whether he was prepared 
to substitute a three months’ opening of the ports for a total repeal of the corn 
li To that he replied, certainly not.—Mr Disraeli alluded to what he con- 
sidered a threat held out by Mr Cobden to the country pariy. 
street where the three tailors met was certainly not in Stockport. But he had 
favoured them with a definition of the people of this country, which had been 
loudly cheered by the first minister of the crown.

great length, reviewed English policy towards Ireland, minutely criticised the | 


conduct of the present government, especially censuring the executive adminis- 
tration of Earl St. Germains while he was secretary for Ireland, and who had 
been held up to them as the model of a “ moderate man ;” and contrasting the 
liberal professions of the leading ministers of the crown with the partisan cha- 
racter and acts of their subordinates in Dublin. The preggnt coercion bill was a 
continuation of that system of government which was carried on when the Irish 
“undertakers” had the management of the country in their hands.

DEATH OF Mr JOHN ASHTON, oF HypE.—This gentleman, a younger bro- 
ther of the late Mr Thomas Ashton, and a man of large property and somewhat 
eccentric character, died on Saturday last, leaving a will, by which, as we under- 
stand, a considerable sum will come into the hands of government towards the 
payment of the national debt. This will, we believe, was made same years ago, 
when Mr Ashton, after giving a number of specific legacies to different indi- 
viduals, bequeathed the residue of his property, which he then estimated at | 


30,0001, to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to be applied in diminution of the | 
national debt. Since that time, however, his property has so far accumulated | 
that the residue which will pass by this bequest is estimated at about 150,000/. | 
This amount, however, may be somewhat diminished if government should 
think proper tocarry into effect a bequest in the will, which, contrary to the | 
obvious intentions of the testator, has lapsed by the death of the individual in| 
whose favour it was made. This was a considerable legacy to his late manager, 
who died some time ago, leaving a wife and family, whom Mr Ashton supported, 
and for whom he probably supposed that he had provided by his will; but the 
bequest being specific, to the manager alone, has been rendered void by his death, 
and the amount —we believe no less than 20,000/—goes to swell the residue ac- 
cruing tothe government. We imagine that if the Lords of the Treasury should 
feel satisfied that it was Mr Ashton’s intention that this bequest should stand for 
the benefit of the widow and family, they will think it right to carry that inten- 
tion into effect.—Manchester Guardian 


THE BuILDING TRADE STRIKE IN MANCHESTER.—This strike still continues, 
without any signs of a speedy and final termination, though the masters still 
keep gradually supplying themselves with workmen from a distance. The ope- 
ratives now come from other towns much more readily than they did a few 
weeks ago; and unless the men abandon the general union very shortly they 
will find little chance of being again employed in Manchester, as we understand 
the masters have resolved to support all strangers who now take employment, 
and have determined that they will not discharge them to make room for those 
who were formerly in their employ, when they may seek to return to work. 
Some cases of violence have occurred within the last few days, on the part of 
the turn-outs, but active measures are being taken to prevent a recurrence of 
them.— Manchester Guardian. 


FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENTS.—An accident occurred on the Manchester and 
Leeds railway on the evening of Thursday last, near the Middleton Station, five 
miles from Manchester, attended with Joss of life of George William Molineaux, 
agent for the company atthe above station. The actual cause of the catas- 
trophe seems to be matter of supposition, although little doubt exists but the 
unfortunate man was run over by some engine or other without the knowledge 
of the driver. The body was found on the line quite dead. An inquest was 
held on Saturday, when the jury gave a verdict of “ Accidental death,” with a 
deodand of 25/ on the tender, and 25/ on the engine. On Monday an elderly 
woman was killed on the Eastern Counties line near Witham, in attempting to 
cross over when the train was coming up. The whistle was blown to alarm 
her; of this she seemed to take no notice, and was shortly afterwards struck by 
the buffer of the engine, and thrown off the line out of the course of the engine, 
so that none of the wheels passed over her. The engine was stopped imme- 
diately, and the engine-driver, guards, and assistants ran back to her aid, but 
life was quite extinct, the sudden blow from the buffer having killed her.

Foreign and Colonial. 


InpiA.—-An extraordinary express from Marecilles brings intelligence from 
Bombay to the 16th of March, and confirms the preceding aceounts of the 
pacification of the Punjaub. The first instalment of the money had not been 
paid on the first of March, but it was daily expected. The withdrawal of the 
British army was to take place about the 10th. ‘The state of the country 
around Lahore is described as tranquil, but there were bands of armed men 
prowling in the districts. Arrangements were fast making for the occupation 
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of the conquered country, which is exceedingly fertile, and will yield an annual 
revenue of 400,000. The chief town is} Jullinder, with 40,000 inhabitants; 
Phulloor, Pugwarra, and Sultanpore are also ef note. ‘The cantonments of the 
British will not be far distant from Lahore, so as to be able te keep down all 
attempts at insurrection. 

West Inpixs.—On Monday we had advices from these parts by the Severn 
steamer. ‘lhe news are very indifferent, for dry weather prevailed in all the 
colonies, though there had been a few slight and partiyl showers just before the 
left. The Jamaica advices are relatively better, perhaps, than those from 
the other islands, or from Demerara, and there was a hope, although the crop 
will be very short, that the May season would set in favourably, and at least af- 
ford a chance of a better result for the next crop. Several refugees had arrived 
in Jamaica from Hayti, where another revolution had occurred, fortunately a 
bloodless one. General Pierrot had been compelled to abdicate, and General 
Riche was appointed President in his stead, the latter being in fact a much more 
energetic man than his predecessor, and therefore better suited to the government 
of so distracted a country as Hayti. 

ADDRESS OF THE BRITISH RESIDANTS IN PARIS TO THE KING OF THE 
FRENCH.—A most numerous meeting of British subjects took place, on Wednes- 
day, in the great room of Lawson’s bedford hotel, in the Rue St Honore, Paris, 
to vote acongratulatory address to King Louis Philippe, on his late providential 
escape from assassinatiou. Amongst the gentlemen present were the Duke of

“ May it please your Majesty,—We, the undersigned British subjects now in Paris, 
beg leave to approach your Majesty with the expression of our sincere congratulations 
on the providential escape of your Majesty from the atrocious attempt made by a reck- 
less assassin On your sacred person. Most heartily do we unite with the people of 
France in recognising, in the fortunate es your Majesty, the continued protection 
of Divine Providence ; and we trust that th s expression of sympathy and respect, Com- 
ing from british subjects, may find a favourable accceptance with your Majesty, the 
preservation of whose life we, in common with your loyal and devoted people, feel to be 
most important to the well-being of France and to the general peace of Europe.” 

This address was then yoted by acclamation, and a vote of thanks having 
been passed to the noble chairman, the meeting separated. The address was 
in a few minutes signed by several hundred names. 

PoLAND.—A letter from Lemberg, in Gallicia, of the 7th, s' ates that the greater 
portion of the bands of peasants who continued under arms had been dispersed, 
but that assassinations were daily taking place. Count Goliveoski had been at- 
tacked on the previous evening by a body of peasantry, and murdered. A letter 
of the Sth inst. says :—‘“ We are assured that the armed peasants have repulsed 
the troops sent against them. Fifty Austrian grenadiers fell under their fire. 
They have again commenced pillaging and burning the castles which had 
hitherto escaped destruction.”

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 





THERE was only a moderate quantity of wheat offering at Mark lane 
on Monday last, by land carriage samples from Essex, Kent, and 
Suffolk, and the fresh arrivals from the more distant counties of Nor- 
folk, Cambridgeshire, and Lincolushire were trifling. ‘The condition 
having been improved by the late drying winds, the millers took the 


best qualities freely at an advance of Is per qr. on the currency of | 


that day se’nnight, and though the demand for the secondary sorts was 
not quite so active, still fully previous prices were obtaine d. Owing 
to the scarcity of fre e foreign, not much business was transacted ; the 
sales made were, however, at full rates. The importations from 
abroad good, amounting to 22,032 qrs, and consisted of 2,200 qrs 
from Ancona, 1,000 from Barletta, 70 trom Borregaard, 320 from Bre- 
men, 1,100 from Castella Mare. 1,832 from Dantzic, 1,000 from Galatz, 
2,200 from Genoa, 1,800 from Malta, 1,600 from Marseilles, 630 from 
New Orleans, 625 from Seville, 1,120 from Stettin, 2,970 from Syra, 
800 from ‘Trieste, and 830 from Wolgast. Rather more enquiry was 
experienced as well for investment as for shipment to Ireland ; the 
business done was, however, only to a moderate extent, at about last 
week’s wnstedions. Certificates were very scarce, and readily taken 
at 15s 9d to 16s per quarter. Flour was in slow demand; former 
rates were, however, obtained for good marks, ex ship. The arrivals 
were 3,895 sacks coastwise, and 2,885 barrels foreign. 

Fine qualities of barley were taken to a fair extent at previous 
prices, whilst other descripti ons were slow of sale, but not lower 
the receipts were 4,455 qrs of English and 590 of Scotch. The ar- 
rivals of oats during the week were moderate, and consisted 
5,581 qrs of English and 350 of Scotch; 1,487 of Irish, with 7,795 
foreign ; fine corn was in moderately fair request to the consumers, 
who paid Gd to ls per qr more money, but this enhancement caused 
the dealers to be slow buyers. Beans were in steady request, and 
prices were quite as high as on Monday last; the arrivals were 999 
grs English, with 2,450 foreign, the latter principally from Alexan- 
dria. There was more inquiry for peas, and prices of all sorts were 
firmly maintained, and in some instances higher rates were paid for 
good samples; the receipts were 254 qrs English and 680 foreign, 
the latter from Konigsburg. 

The arrivals of Irish wheat into Liverpool, amounting to 3,484 qrs, 
with 255 qrs coastwise and 125 into Runcorn, and having a good at- 
tendance of town and country mille ‘rs, a moderately fair sale was ex- 
perienced for the best qualitie sof old and new at an advance of Id 
to 2d per 70 Ibs on the currency of Tuesday; whilst other descrip- 
tions, although offered at previous prices, were neglected. Average, 
53s 2d on 3,337 qrs.

Beans were 
taken in retail quantities; a few hundred qrs of Egyptian sold at 28s 
per 480 lbs, under lock. The demand for oats was slow at last week’s 
prices, and oatmeal was in limited request; full rates were however 
obtained. The importations of Indian corn were 450 qrs from Euro- 
pean ports, and 5,154 from the United States, There was some de. 
mand for both Scotland and Ireland, particularly the latter place, 
and several parcels free and in bond were disposed of at late quota- 
tions. There are about 80,000 qrs in bond at that port. 

The farmer brought forward a good supply of wheat at Tull, the 
condition being much improved. 
an advance of Is per quarter on the currency of that day sennight ; 
average, 47s 2d on 1,235 quarters. In free foreign there was rather 
more doing at full prices ; whilst the trade for bonded has continued 
in the same inactive state, owing to the vexatious delay in passing 
the ministerial measure. Barley was dull of sale, and the turn lower, 
Oats brought 6d to 1s per qr more money. 

There were fair arrivals of wheat at Leeds; fine qualities were in 
request at ls qr more money, whilst secondary sorts were much the 
same as last week; average 57s 04d on 5,011 quarters. Barley 
was slow of sale at barely late rates. Beans, oats, and shelling were 
in demand at full prices. 

The supply of farmers’ wheat at Lewes was good, for which there 
was a corresponding consumptive demand at fully ‘the rates of last 
week; and, in some instances, extra qualities of red and white 
brought an advance of ls per quarter ; average, 55s 2d on 406 quar- 
ters. Oats were very scarce, and the little business passing was at 
an improvement of Is per quarter. 

At Lynn there was only a moderate supply of wheat; good quali- 
ties brought Is per qr more money, and other descriptions were more 
saleable at rather higher prices; average 48s on 1,040 qrs. Barley 
was slow of sale at late rates.

COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES., 





Sucar.—Tuesday’s Gazette contains a notice to the effect that her 
Majesty, by the advice of her Privy Council, orders that, from the 
Ist day of May next, brown Muscovado, or clayed sugars (not being 
refined), the growth of the dominions of the republic of New Gra- 
nada, shall, if imported from the dominion of the said republic, or 
from any British possession abroad having been imported into such 
British possession from the said dominions, be admitted to entry for 
consumption into the United Kingdom, at the respective rates of 
duty of 1/7 83 and 17 3s 4d per ewt respectively ; subject, nevertheless, 
to the production of the like certiffcates, and the making of the like 
declaration, as are in the said act required with respect to sugars, 
the growth of China, Java, or Manilla. 

Tue Tarirr ix Cuna.—According to this tariff, dating from the 
Ist March, the duty on all export articles is diminished twenty per 
cent. The tonnage of the different vessels is to be computed accord- 
ing to the Spanish tables, by which English vessels will have to pay 
twenty-five per cent. more than heretofore, 

Imrortatrion or CattLe.—The importation of cattle appears to be 
extending itself to places not hitherto concerned in the shipment of 
such produce, although at present to a limited extent. A vessel 
named the Vigilant, belonging to Jersey, which arrived two or three 
days since from the islands of Guernsey and Jersey respectively, had 
on board—in addition to 50 packages of vinegar, 24 cases of jam, 
and other peculiar articles of Chaunel Islands’ produce—19 head of 
cattle, the production of the place. This is, we believe, the first im- 


portation of the kind from the Channel Islands. It is a matter of 
uncertainty whether they can, with propriety, be deemed foreign 
cattle, as, by a specific regulation, the returns for official and parlia- 
mentary purposes made of the imports from the islands in the 
Channel, of which the two mentioned are the principal, are, from 
their peculiar position and relation to this country, to be distinguished 
from the general returns of imports from all other foreign countries. 

Foreicn Ice.—Large quantities of ice continue to be imported 
from the north of Europe, vessels arriving with cargoes consisting of 
hundreds of tons of the article, the ships being devoted solely to the 
purpose. <A vessel called the Trende Sostre, from Dram or Dram- 
mer, in the kingdom of Norway, arrived in the Regent’s canal a day 
or two since, having on board the large quantity of 400 tons of ice, 
the produce of the place. Other vessels have since arrived from the 
same quarter similarly laden. Until the present season the importa- 
tion of this novel article of merchandise was confined to North Ame- 
rica ; but its introduction from other quarters proves that in case of 
necessity, as in the instance of the mildness of the past winter, sup- 
plies can be obtained even of this singular article of commercial spe- 
culation to meet the exigencies of the case. 

American Provistons.—The ship Fidelia, which has arrived at 
the port of Liverpool from New York, United States, has brought 
2,700 barrels of wheaten flour, 100 tierces of beef, and 11,483 bushels 
of wheat, in addition to an immense cargo of every article usually 
imported from that quarter, the produce of the United States, for 
consumption in this country. 

IsLE or Man.—As a proof of the prosperity of the island, it may 
be stated that property which would have been sold two years ago 
for 320/, realised, about a fortnight ago, 6102. In excavating the 
rock opposite the court-house, for the purpose of deepening our har- 
bour, the workmen have come upon a small vein of lead ore, and not 
less than four ewt of excellent ore has been raised, containing a pro- 
portion, it is supposed, of about ninety ounces of silver per ton.— 
Mona's Herald. 

Tue Mintr.—Returns of the sums expended for the establishment 
and contingent expenses of her Majesty’s Mint in the year 1844; the 
number of gold and silver ingots assayed, charges of assaying and 
machinery, quantity of gold and silver refined, &c. From this return 
it appears, that in the year above-mentioned the salaries and emolu- 
ments of officers of the Mint amounted to 8,904/. 10s. Mr Gladstone 
was that year “the master and worker.”’ His salary was 2,000/. The 
charges of coinage paid in the same year were 27,245/ 16s 8d. The 
total expenditure of the Mint was 59,3117 10s 10d. Under the head 
“ extraordinary expenses,” there is a sum of 6,977/ 2s 7d as paid the 
Bank of England for the loss by deficiency on the light gold coin re- 
ceived by them on account of the government, and sent into the Mint 
for recoinage. The expenses of the Mint prosecutions are included 
in the document now printed. In 1844, 375 Mint prosecutions were 
ordered, of which 51 were felonies, and 324 misdemeanours ; the total 
annual charge for the prosecutions in that year was 9,080/ 10s 6d. In 
the preceding year{the expense was 11,077/ 19s 10d. In no prosecu- 
tion, it is stated, are more than two counsels employed. In the year 
1844-5, the amount for stationery was 112/ 7s 4d.—Sessional Paper 
185. 





Foreign and Colontal Produce. 


INDIGO SALES. 

Tuere has been some briskness in the public sales this week, in 
consequence of the proprietors withdrawing large parcels of Bengal, 
and similar sorts of indigo, of whicha considerable portion is fit for 
such foreign markets as are generally supplied from this country. 
The total quantity thus withdrawn from the sales, up to the close of 
this day’s sale, amounts to 4,452 chests, and 1,452 chests were bought 
in; both quantities constitute nearly one half of the whole sale. The 
actual quantity sold, up to this day, is 6,286 chests, and 679 chests are 
left over, and will come on for sale on Monday, the 27th instant. 
Prices now rule somewhat higher than last week, and good Bengal 
indigo, for shipping, commands last January rates, or close upon them. 
Inferior sorts, and the large masses of Kurpah and Madras, may still 
be bought under the January prices, but only at a moderate discount 
of from 2d to 3d per lb; whereas, last week, the currency of such 
descriptions of indigo was from 4d to 6d per lb dis. ‘Thus our readers 
will have little difficulty of convincing themselves that it is only owing 
to the temporary suspension of the sales of large parcels of this com- 
modity which had the effect of nearly maintaining the former value ; 
but it must not be lost sight of that these quantities remain on hand 
unsold, and will, sooner or later, be brought forward in the market for 
sale, in addition to fresh supplies from India, the extent of which we 
have upon’several occasions mentioned in our former reports, 





MANUFACTURES AND RAW MATERIALS. 

Mancuester, April 22.—The transactions of the month have been 
in a great measure confined to 40-inch shirtings, of which the sales 
have been large, but at rates lower than ever before known ; and we 
fear, in most instances, at a heavy loss on the cost of production. We 
have advanced our quotations on the better descriptions 1}d to 3d per 
piece, to meet the present demands of the manufacturers, which ad- 
vance, although it has in some cases been complied with, is by no 
means general; and has considerably curtailed business in the past 
few days. Stocks, however, are much reduced, which has imparted 
a more healthy tone; and many needy sellers having found relief, we 
shall probably maintain about present rates for two or three weeks to 
come. Of 56 and 60 reeds, the stocks are still heavy; and although 
higher rates are asked, we have not heard of any sales having been 
effected at prices over those ruling at the most depressed period of 
last month. 9-8th shirtings have been in regular demand all through 
the month, at very full rates. 7-8th printing cloths are very heavy of 
sale, with a large stock pressing on the market. ‘The production of 
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this article has for many months exceeded the consumption, and has 
been affected, perhaps, more than any other, by the decline in our 
home trade. Long cloths have had a fair inquiry, but at very low 
rates, and generally at a reduction from our quotations. Madda- 
polams for several months have been neglected, and continue much 
depressed. The same remark applies to grey jacconets. White 
goods of every description are much neglected, and offering at low 
prices. Domestics are only in moderate demand, and prices barely 
supported. Fustians have been exceedingly dull during the whole 
month. 

Yarn.—A fair demand has existed throughout the past month ; 
and a trifling advance on mule up to No. 50 has been established; 
higher Nos. are little inquired after, and can be had at former rates. 
For Russia very little has been done, and the Germans are exceed- 
ingly cautious in their operations, which thus far have been compara- 
tively limited. Few contracts exist, the supply being fully equal to 
the demand ; and we incline to the opinion that we shall have lower 
rather than higher rates during the next few months. 

LeEps.—The past four weeks have been exceedingly dull, and very 
little business has been done, either for the home or foreign trade. 
This depression has affected the price of wool, particularly colonial 
and foreign: English has given way to only a trifling extent. In the 
manufacturéd article the decline has been governed by incidental 
circumstances, rather than ay the decline in the raw material or cost 
of production ; and no regular per centage of reduction can be given ; 
but we think 7 per cent will probably be about the average decline 
since December last. The trade in worsted goods still remains 
greatly depressed. In worsted yarns more business has been done for 
the continent, but without any improvement in price. ‘The blanket 
trade is very dull.—From Gibson, Ord, and Co.’s Monthly Circular.

A general impression that the proposals of the government for 
affording facilities for the winding up of railway schemes is more 
stringent than the plan proposed ‘before the rec ess, added to an ab- 
sence of any immediate cause of disturbance, has created a better 
feeling in the money market during the last few days. The bill | 
introduced into the House of Lords for dissolving railway companies 
is admirably calculated for the intended object ; the new sessional 
orders, which render it imperative upon every company to petition 
parliament in favour of their bills progressing before they are read 
a third time, have also been received very favourably in the city, 
though, in our opinion, they will be found only to complicate, and 
endanger the simplicity and ease with which the bill alone would 
operate. 

There is, however, obviously a very false and exaggerated notion 
afloat as to the value of these measures, and as to their immediate 
effect in restoring confidence and credit, and rendering capital abun- 
dant. This feeling is not confined alone to the commercial circles | 
which have experienced so much the inconvenience which has at- 
tended the recent state of the market. In Parliament the exagger- 
ated notions pre ‘vail. Sir Robert Peel, as wellas the Solicitor-Gene- 
ral, last night, in alludingto the extent of the deposits at present in 
the hands of the Accountant-Gener: ul, inferred that the winding up 
of these schemes would release about Jifteen millions of capital at 
present locked up. The truth, however, being that that sum, though 
at present in the custody of the Bank of FE. ingland, is in reality not 
locked up as regards the general supply of the money market—the 
Bank having advanced it to the public again on the usual approved 
securities, An examination of the Bank returns will show 
that the reserve in the Bank is not so large now in 
the early part of last year. If the deposits were all returned 
to-morrow, it might make some difference to particular individuals, 
but none to the country at large. We fully admit the advan- 
tages of winding up as many of the new sche 2mes, and as soon as 
possible ; we were the earliest to recommend it, and to press its 
necessity upon the public, out of regard to the future consequences 
of those investments. At the same time, we cannot close our eyes 
to the fact, that the real evils affecting the country at this mo- 
ment will not be materially relieved by this means. ‘The evils from 
which we now suffer are, first, from losses which are past and now 
irrem ediable ; and from the calls which are being made for the lines now | 
under consideration. It has been computed that the capital that has been

This will 
not appear an extravagant calculation, when it is considered that the parlia- 
mentary deposits on all the new lines amount to about 15,000,000/, besides 
the excess of deposits paid above that sum Onan average, it cannot be 
expected that more than a half of the sums so advanced by the public will 
be returned when the companies’ accounts are balanced.

The usual annual report from the Railway department of the 
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Board of Trade (which was omitted last year, from the heavy nature 
of their duties in connexion with railway bills), has just been pre- 
sented for the years 1844 and 1845; from which it appears that in 1844 
10 persons were killed, four of whom were passengers, and 101, 82 of 
whom were passengers, injured in a greater or less degree, the causes 
of the accident being beyond the control of passengers; that nine 
passengers were killed and ten injured, owing to their own neglect 
or ill conduct ; that 36 servants of the companies were killed, and 24 
injured, under circumstances not attended with danger to other 
portions of the public; and that 45 persons other than servants 
of the companies were killed, and nine injured, under circum- 
stances not involving danger to passengers. ‘The report says, that 
the actual number of accidents in the years 1844 and 1845 are greater 
than they were in previous years; but the real danger arising from 
railway travelling can only be appreciated when the number of acci- 
dents shall be considered in connexion with the additional amount 
of miles of new railway which have been opened, and the enormous 
augmentation of railway travellers. For this purpose the following 
table has been made. It includes the years 1841, 1842, 1843, 1844, 
and the first half of 1845; the last half of 1845 is not included, in 
consequence of the statistical returns for that period not naving yet 
been received from the railway companies by the Board of Trade. 
Statement of the number of ‘‘ accidents attended with personal injury or danger to the 
public, arising from causes beyond the control of passengers,” distinguishing the 
number of persons killed and injured in the last five months of the year 1840; in each 
year, from 184] to 1844, and in the first six months of the year 1845; showing also 
the number of miles of railway open, the number of passengers conveyed, and 
the proportion of those injured to the total number carried in each of the above 
periods.

“ That the object of the committee was to report what they had done, and take the 
instructions of the shareholders, The undertaking was proposed at a time when spe- 
culation was wild and reckless, but was not done without mature consideration, and a 
conviction of its merits, which remained unaltered. The times made it impolitic to 
proceed with it now, but the committee felt assured that at no distant period it would 
be made. The capital proposed to be raised was 1,750,000/, in 70,000 shares. Four 
hundred thousand were applied for, and 59,870 were allotted, leaving 10,130 for land- 
owners, or to facilitate arrangements with other companies. On only 8,935 the depo- 
site were paid. The reason why they did not then stop was, that heavy engincering 
expenses had then been incurred, and it was necessary to make preparations to go to 
parliament, in order to put them iu a position to make terms with other companies, 
which they expected to beable todo. Many attempts with this object were made, but 
no satisfactory results had been arrived at. They then suspended operations, and took 
steps to compel the members of the managing and provisional committees, who had 
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not paid their deposits, to pay their quota towards the expenses. Twenty-two out of 
twenty-three members of the managing committee had paid 150/ each, and fifty out of 
the seventy-two members of the provisional committee had paid 100/ each. There was 
reason to expect further payments from members of the committees, and from the 
allottees. The committee recommended a return of 32s 6d per share as a first instal- 
ment. The accounts showed that they had received a total of 30,009/, and that the 
expenses were 11,550é, leaving a balance in various banks of 18,453/.’ 

The chairman then proceeded to read the resolutions, which were to

In order to meet the increased cost of making the line, the engineer 
proposed to lay down a single line from Doncaster to Brigg. In 
answer to questions asked by W. W. Battye, Esq., whether all those 
whose names were on the subscription deed had paid their deposits, 
it was stated that they had not, and that it was every day’s practice 
to ask gentlemen who had confidence, to give their names to a sub- 
scription deed, without having taken up a single share. Mr Neaps 
of Huddersfield, in a very clear manner, explained the present posi- 
tion of the railway world. John Sutliffe, Esq. of Huddersfield, who 
had resigned the chair three months ago, because the directors refused 
to call a meeting of the shareholders, after commenting on the golden 
harvest the professional men had reaped, moved that the railway 
should be wound up under the provisions of Sir R. Peel’s bill, which 
was seconded by the Rev. R. Whitelock, of Saddleworth, when there 
appéared—for winding up, 11,495 shares; against it, 1,070: majority 
for winding up, 10,425. We understand three of the executive com- 
mittee, and eighty of the provisional, and a great number of the 
shareholders, have not paid their deposits. 

CaLeponi1an NorTHERN Dirnect.—A meeting of the subscribers 
to this undertaking, convened by order of the directors, was held in 
the Black Bull hotel, on Wednesday, at two o'clock; Peter Black- 
burn, Esq., of Killearn, in the chair. Mr Crawfurd read the report 
of the directors, from which it appeared— 

“ That the capital of the company was intended to be 600,000/, divided into 24,000 

shares of 25/ each; that the stock was fully allocated, under the reservation ‘of 1,600

Direct Lonpon anD Mancuester (REMINGTON AND RastTRICk's 
Line).—A meeting of scripholders in the so-called Amalgamated 
London and Manchester Companies, was held on Tuesday at the 
London tavern, to enforce on the directors the necessity of bringing 
the affairs toa conclusion. Mr Pocock having taken the chair, said 
he had been induced to call the meeting, as a holder of 580 shares in 
the two lines, with a view to preserve his own interest and that of 
many others who were in the same position. He had received com- 
munications from persons representing 100,000 shares, all of whom 
desired that the affairs of the companies should be wound up, and 
the deposits returned without delay. Meetings in the country had 
been held, the shareholders at which had expressed that wish in com- 
munications to the directors. The two companies having been amal- 
gamated in September last, he (the chairman), conceiving that they 
had a right to expect information from both, had called, as an origi- 
nal shareholder, to request it, at the office of Rastrick’s company. 
Here the answer had been, that the directors had not yet made up 
their minds. He then proceeded to inquire at that of Remington’s, 
where he could find no one. A friend of his, however, had written 
to the solicitor of that company, expressing his anxiety to know what 
was to be done, to which it had been replied that the committee could 
not decide on any course until the accounts had been settled. The 
bill had been thrown out six weeks since, at which time they surely 
knew how their affairs were. Mr Anderton said he was a shareholder 
in Rastrick’s line, and was of opinion that no amalgamation had taken 
place. Ile understood that Kemington’s company had spent all their 
money, and now wished to draw the other into their expenses, the 
only arrangement being, as he understood it, that they should amal- 
gamate when the bill was obtained. The chairman believed that an 
arrangement had been entered into between the companies, and that 
the expenses since that time had been shared equally. Mr Ander- 
ton, after considerable uproar, submitted a motion to the meeting— 

“That as no amalgamation had been entered into, separate meetings of the com- 
panies should be held.” 

This having been negatived by a large majority, the chairman sub-

Trent VALLEY Continuation.—A special meeting of the scrip- 
holders was held on Thursday, at the London tavern, Mr Troup in 
the chair, on the requisition of several of the Manchester holders. 
Mr F. Deflinne stated that the chief objection of the shareholders 
to the conduct of the directors, arose from the intention of that body 
to amalgamate with the Shropshire Union company, the London and 
Dublin Approximation company, and the Shropshire Mineral com- 
pany, part of which companies were well known to the proprietors 
present. The proceedings, however, of the day would be much 
modified by the fact that the directors had issued an advertisement, 
stating that they intended to call a meeting as soon as the provisions 
for the government bill for dissolving railway companies should be 
known. He then read the petition which had been prepared, and

The 
petition further stated that its object was to prevent a winding-up of 
the company without an investigation of the conduct of the directors. 
He moved the adoption of the petition, but it remained without a 
seconder ; and a shareholder then moved that the meeting adjourn 
till after the meeting which the directors intended to call. After 
considerable discussion, the meeting was adjourned.

BirmtnGHaM AND Leicester Direct.—On Monday afternoon a 
meeting of the directors was held at their offices, Temple street, Bir- 
mingham, for the purpose of considering the memorials presented to 
them by a large number of shareholders, on the subject of winding 
up. The majority of signatures was in favour of winding up; but a 
highly influential minority urged the directors to persevere. After 
mature deliberation, the directors resolved that a circular should be 
sent to the original shareholders, informing them of the state and 
prospects of the company, and requesting their opinion as to the 
propriety of prosecuting the undertaking in the present state of the 
money market. 

Wrexuam, NAntwicn, AnD CrewE.—Yesterday a meeting of the 
scripholders was held at Wrexham, for the purpose of receiving the 
report of a committee appointed to inquire into the affairs of the com- 
pany, with a view to a “ wind-up ;” and also to examine into the man- 
ner in which the directors had discharged their duties. This com- 
pany was formed in September last, and the capital was to be 450,000/ 
in 22,500 shares of 20/ each. ‘The report of the directors presented on 
the 20th of March, stated that in the course ofa month 160,000 shares 
had been applied for, and the 22,500 allotted. Surveys had been made, 
and the parliamentary notices given; but it was subsequently ascer- 
tained that deposits had only been paid on 3,732 shares. In the mid- 
dle of January it was discovered that the plans were extremely defec- 
tive, and this fact, added to the probabity of a deficiency of “‘ means,” 
induced the directors to determine on closing their books, and to call 
upon the shareholders to consider the propriety of abandoning the 
line.

Fortu anpD CryDe Junction.—Yesterday week a general meet- 
ing of the subscribers to this company was held in Gibb’s inn, 
Stirling, to receive the report of the acting committee, and give in- 
structions regarding their future proceedings, W. L. Ewing, Esq, 
deputy chairman of the company, presided. After some discussion 
as to the legality of excluding the scripholders, Mr Lamond read 
the report, which stated— 

“ That the committee had prepared the details of evidence necessary to be submitted 

to parliament, and are quite satisfied that it is of such a character as to prove to the satis- 
faction of the committee on the bill, first of all, the importance of the line to the 
country—secondly, that it will be made at a very cheap rate—and thirdly, that it will 
yield a profitable return. That 15,498 shares were allocated, and the deposits paid 
thereon, and scripissued. Besides these, the committee sold 3,365 shares at various 
rates of premium, producing in all a profit to the company of £2,276 12s 6d, and the 
remainder of 1,137 shares, which were retained for the purpose of giving out to parties 
locally interested, still remain at the disposal of the committee. The deposits 
on the 18,863 shares issued and sold, amounted to £47,157 10s, and the profits to 
£2,276 12s 6d.” 
The report concluded that the directors should be empowered to 
proceed with the bill. After a long discussion a vote was taken 
on the approval of the report, when there appeared for it, the 
representatives of 3,530 shares, and against it 1,100. After the 
adjournment, parties holding scrip to the extent of 4,430 shares 
(who were prohibited from participating in the business of the 
meeting) met, in another apartment of Gibb’s inn, Stirling, when 
Mr Kerr was voted to the chair. Mr Clark moved that the meet- 
ing should present a petition to the House of Commons, briefly 
narrating the facts connected with the line, and the proceedings 
of the meeting to-day, and requesting the house to instruct the 
committee to which the Forth and Clyde Junction bill has been 
referred, to prevent further expense being incurred, and to ad- 
journ further consideration of the bill until the government 
measure is passed. Mr Robert Sawers seconded the motion, 
which was carried, and shortly afterwards the meeting separated. 

Great County Down.—A meeting of shareholders in this line 
was held at Radley’s hotel, Dublin, on Monday last, when a commit- 
tee was appointed to watch over the interests of the shareholders, to 
procure information to be laid before a meeting on the ist of May, 
and to call upon the directors to dissolve the company. 

Intsh West Coast.—On the same day a meeting of allottees in 
this company was held at Hitchcock's hotel, Dublin, for the purpose 
of taking measures for protecting themselves from law suits, which 
have been commenced against them by the promoters. A committee 
of five was appointed to take measures to protect the general inter- 
ests, on the ground that the allottees repudiate the railway, as it had 
been concocted to forward private interests. The sum for which the 
allottees are being sued is 3s per share. 





FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 


FRENCH RAILWAY INTELLIGENCE 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

Panis, April 22.—Our share market has not rallied from its down- 
cast situation, and the prices are universally at lower figures than a 
week ago. Many motives have contributed to create a general feel- 
ing of uneasiness, and we fear to see the prices of all the leading rail- 
ways at much lower quotations. Money is becoming every day less 
abnndant, and the payments of the last account, which are taking 
place at this very moment, are very difficult. The execrable attempt 
at Louis Philippe'’s life had not a very perceptible effect in the first 
moment, All our newspapers hastened to declare that it was a 
private crime, and that politics had nothing to do with it. But 
the J. des Debats alone hinted that there might be a conspiracy in 
Lecomte’s attempt, adding that government had received from 
Lyons and Grenoble, telegraphic despatches purporting that an 
attempt twas to be made on the King’s life, at the date of the 
15th or 16th instant. This information of a ministerial paper caused 
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a general hue-and-cry among the other organs of the press. It was 
said that electoral purposes had guided the Debats. I may assure 

ou that the famous article of the Debats had been sent directly by 

{. Guizot, and the minister had indeed received alarming despatches 
from Grenoble ; but in a Council of Cabinet, which was summoned 
on the 18th of April, it was generally agreed that such a disclosure 
was premature, and might have a pernicious effect on the public: 
therefore, the Debats was contradicted by the other ministerial 
newspapers. In the Bourse, every one believes that there is a 
political conspiracy behind Lecomte, and this idea is a new check to 
speculations. 

The last news from New York had also a bad effect on our share list, 
because the American armaments will oblige England to take corre- 
sponding measures, and to lay out a great deal of money. The Eng- 
lish capitalists will then be more disposed than ever to sell out the 
interest they have preserved in French railways. 

The first of the Western lines is from Paris to Cherbourg, through 
Evreux and Caen, with a branch to Rouen. The special committee 
declare in favour of the direction through ‘Thiberville, because it is 
the shortest and the most favourable for the general interest. ‘The 
direct grant will be for 72 years, and at the expiration of this term, 
the railway and all its appendages will become the property of the 
state. Government repurchase the line after 15 years’ enjoyment. 
The Caen line and its branch can be finished within 5 years. ‘lhe ex- 
ecution of the works and laying of rails between Caen and Mezidon is 
limited at 3 years. Breteuil’s company, who are accepted as lessees, 
must give 5 millions of francs as caution money, and their capital is 
fixed at 80 millions (320,000/). 

The second western line is from Versailles to Rennes, through 
Chartres, Le Mans, and Laval, with branches from the Mansto Caen, 
and from Chartres to Aleneon. 

‘The special committee proposes to grant directly this line to both 
Versailles companies. Ten years’ delay will be granted, and it will 
represent an increase of 9120/ in the receipts during each of the term 
of enjoyment. The committee declares for the central station of the 
Rue d’Assas being the extension of the present Versailles line (left 
bank). It has rejected the direction through Dreux, Verneul, and 
Laigie, by a majority of 7 against 2. 

The direction of the part of the line between Le Mans and Laval 
has not been decided, and will be adjourned. 34 millions (1,360,000/) 
will be laid out by the State for the establishment of the line, Ist, be- 
tween Chartres, Rennes, and Le Mans; 2dly, between Laval and 
Rennes. Out of this sum of 34 millions, a first credit of 3 millions 
(120,000) is demanded for 1846, and another of 5 millions (200,000/) 
for 1847. The works of the adjourned part between Le Mans and 
Laval are rated at !6,100,000fr (644,900/). 

The debates on this railway bill will take place next week, imme- 
diately after the vote on the Bordeaux and Cette railway bill. It is 
confidently stated that the condition of the Western line to Rennes 
will find many opponents in the Chamber of Deputies. M. Laffitte, 
who has withdrawn his competition for this line, has canvassed an 
opposition in Parliament, and many persons imagine that the West- 
ern line might be indefinitely adjourned. In the meantime, the 
holders of Versailles shares are not quite satisfied with the conditions 
granted them for the Western liae, aud the prices of both banks are 
declining. 

It is sure now that all the other railway bills will not be discussed 
during this session. All the deputies who have not a direct interest 
in projected lines are opposed to new schemes, because the French 
railway market is already overloaded with shares. There are 13 
railway companies whose shares have not been entirely paid up, and 
every new call causes a rapid depreciation. Much money has been 
withdrawn by your English capitalists from our railway lines, and 
their withdrawal is now sorely felt at our Exchange. 

M. Ouvrard is now in London, and his object in making that jour- 
ney is much spoken of. He is forming a Gallo-English company, 
in order to purchase all the iron mines and iron work of the Berry. 
His negotiations have succeeded ; he has found 600,900/ sterling for 
the new company. Most of the mines and works have already been 
bought ; some of them are rented for sixty years. 

The share market was not quite so bad yesterday as on the pre- 
ceding days, and the prices rallied a little. But the rise was a trifle, 
and has been caused by the united efforts of two large bankers, who 
are interested in the Northern railway, and who desire to hold up 
the prices for the moment of the ordinary half-yearly meeting of that 
concern, which must take place on the 28th inst.

Ir is now some time since I had the pleasure of addressing you on | 
the subject of the railroads of this country; but, in fact, what could | 
I have to communicate that would be interesting to your readers ? 
I could at best have been the organ of the general discontent which 
prevails on the apathy with which the works on the conceded lines 
have been pursued, with exception of the Erquelines, Hasselt, and | 
Sambre and Meuse lines. But ought we to throw the blame entirely 
on the companies? ‘The landed proprietors who, at the outset, were | 
so clamorous for the formation of railways through their vicinities, | 
do not they merit their share of the odium for the exaggerated 
statements which they brought forward when the question was agi- | 
tated of bringing a line of railway through their properties ? 
Doubtless many of the companies evince a disregard to the fulfil- | 
ment of their obligations ; but they nevertheless may find a plausible 
as well as legitimate excuse in the difficulties which result from the 
state of the money market; nothing of the kind, however, can be | 
adduced in favour of the landowners. It is a bad feeling; it is cu- | 
pidity that rules their whole proceeding, and a cupidity of the worst 
class, for it is ungrateful to the companies and the country, and 
shows a complete misunderstanding of their own individual interests. 
But whatever it may be, the public voice begins to call loudly and 
seriously for the prosecution of certain concessions, whose real benefit 
can in nowise be contested; I will here only mention one, which is 
that of the line of the “ Dendre,” which appears to be completely 
abandoned. 

It. may not, perhaps, be quite a propos to allude, at the present 
moment of stagnation, to new projects; yet I have a few words to 
say respecting one of which I have formerly spoken against: it is 
that proposed to go from Duffel towards Boom, the protessed object 
being to afford railway accommodation to lesser Brabant, the part of 
the province of Antwerp most rich and populous, According to 
the plan which I previously adverted to, the line would traverse 
Boom and stop at Schelle, being thus on the left bank of the Rupel, 
and affording accommodation to a neighbourhood who have the least 
necessity for railway. A new plan has, however, been started, ac- 
cording to which the line would cross the river at Boom, and would 
take the direction of the cantons of Willebrock and Puers, which 
are, without doubt, the most populous and industrious part of the 
country, towards Termonde, thereby forming a junction with the 
government Western line and the Antwerp. 

I said that the above mentioned line to Schelle would be ruinous to 
the shareholders, but I have a different opinion of the new direction 
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which they design the line should take; because it will satisfy the 

necessities which in themselves may be considered a sufficient test 
of the advantage which this undertaking may render. The proposed 
road from Duffel to Schelle would be literally nothing more than a 
Cul de Sac. The population which might make use of it scarcely ex- 
ceed 30,000. Taking the new course trom Lierre towards Tremonde, 
the line will become the route of communication of the Campine with 
the lesser Brabant and the Flanders. The population of the country 
through which it would run, cannot be less than 80,000, It is said that 
the company who have petitioned for the concession of the Antwerp 
and Dusseldorff line will undertake the execution of this railway, in 
which case I have no hesitation in saying that this part in question 
will be one of the most productive parts of the enterprise. 

After long expectation the direction of the government railways 
have published, some few days ago, the account of the traffic during 
the month of February. There appears to be a regular progression 
in the number of passengers, as well as in the conveyance of goods, 
beyond the year 1845; but the increase in the latter de partment is the 
most remakable, as during a period of the last year, it must be re- 
membered. the navigation of the canals was impeded by the frost.

To the Directors of the Eastern Counties Railway. 

GENTLEMEN,—A Committee of Shareholders of the 
London and York Railway are taking the opinion of the 
Shareholders, in accordance with the views expressed in 
the inclosed documents, which they have widely circu- 
lated. The appeal has already been responded to to an 
extent which leaves no doubt on the minds of the com- 
mittee that they can obtain the consent of the majority 
of the shareholders to abandon the ‘* London and York 
Line,” if the Eastern Counties Company will pay their 
expenses, und now carry out the proposition for giving 
them Eastern Counties York Extension Shares, as 
offered in December last. 

The Committee feel that the state of the money mar- 
ket, and the increased price of railway works, renders 
success ruinous to the London and York shareholders, 
but they also feel that this does not lessen the injury the 
Eastern Counties Railway will sustain from the London 
and York bill passing ; and that, therefore, no circum- 
stances exist to justily the Eastern Counties iu withhold- 
ing the terms previously offered, but rather, from the 
position of the London and York Company, to increase 
them.
